take a strike vote tonight under 
union by-laws. 

He said they had not received 
sufficient advance notice that a 
strike vote would be taken. The 
local will meet at 8 o’clock at 
Croatian Hall, Ninth street and 
Lynch avenue, East St. Louis. 

John Gratz, president and busi- 
ness agent of Local 16, said the 
strike resulted from what he 
charged was the company’s effort 
to break the union.” The workers 
walked out on receipt of a letter 
from the company stating its op- 
position to a union shop, the prin- 
cipal issue in dispute. : 

The letter was one of a series to 
acquaint employes with the com- 
pany’s point of view on all matters 
up at the present time for nego- 
tiation.

Maritime leaders admitted today

Maritime Unity, 

V. J. Malone, president of the 
Marine Firemen’s Union (Ind.), 
was named by colleagues as the 
one who hit Joseph P. Selly, presi- 
dent of the American Communica- 
tions Association (CIO), in a “de- 
bate” early yesterday. Selly had 
a discolored left eye and patched 
cheek, 1 N 

Joseph Curran, president of the 
National Maritime Union (CIO), 
was asked about “the rift” in the 
committee’s ranks. 

“What rift?“ he parried. 

Harry Bridges, president of the 
Longshoremen and Warehouse- 
men (CIO), was less vague, how- 
ever. He was asked pointblank if 
there was a fight. 

Well, we're a committee for 
maritime unity; we've got to have 
unanimity,” he replied serenely. 
“It may take a chair or two but 
there must be unity.” 

Selly told reporters who in- 
quired about his eye to “take any 
of the classic explanations.” These 
include bumping into a door. 

When Malone was asked 
whether any differences had de- 
veloped in the committee over ac- 
ceptance of the Government terms, 
he suggested “take a look at the 
countenances of some of the 
boys.“ .

Settlement Before Strike 
Deadline ‘Seems Rea- 
sonable to Me,’ He 
Says — Bridges Ac- 
cepts 22-Cent Rise. 


WASHINGTON, June 14 (AP) 
Capt. Granville Conway, War 
Shipping Administrator, said to- 
day “it seems reasonable to me” 
that the maritime strike set for 
12:01 a.m. tomorrow will be 
settled this afternoon. 

Conway made his comment to 
a House labor subcommittee after 


revealing that Harry Bridges, 
head of the CIO longshoremen’s 
union, had agreed to accept a 
wage increase of 22 cents an hour 
for his men instead of the 23 
cents he had been insisting on. 

Bridges’s objection to the 22- 
cent figure had been one of the 
biggest — and perhaps the last — 
stumbling blocks separating 
unions and operators and the Gov- 
ernment from an agreement. 

His decision now to take it, as 
reported by Conway, convinced 
Chairman A. B. Kelly (Dem.), 
Pensylvania, of the House group 
that the strike was “over.” 

Threatens New Demand. 

Bridges had given ground bit- 
terly, and even as he brightened 
the prospects of averting the 
strike now, he flung. a threat of 
another maritime crisis in little 
more than three months. 

He hinted he would take the 22- 
cent figure only until Sept. 30. 

Bridges said if the 22 cents were 
accepted the union would reopen 
negotiations after three months 
and demand another boost. .The 
22-cent rise would result in a total 
hourly wage of $1.37, according to 
Government officials and union 
negotiators. 

Conway told the subcommittee 
that agreement was reached last 
night on “all major issues.” He 
said a negotiating subcommittee 
was appointed last night, met un- 
til 2 a.m. and went back into ses- 
sion this morning to adjust re- 
—— differences. One of the 
remaining issues, he said, involves 
retroactivity for pay increases for 
the longshoremen, 

Bridges Assails Truman Aids. 

In a speech made by long-dis- 
tance telephone early today to 
west coast longshoremen holding 
pre-strike rallies, Bridges made 
acid comments about the Truman 
administration and the Depart- 
ment of Labor conciliators who, 
he said, “did everything possible 
to stall, double-talk and mislead.” 

The chief conciliator, Edgar L. 
Warren, replied “Sure!” last night 
when asked whether he thought a 
settlement with Bridges could be 
worked out by this afternoon. 

Despite the hopeful signs, the 
maritime situation could hardly 
be considered anything but criti- 
cal until the actual signing had 
taken place. l 

In Pacific, Atlantic and Gulf 
seaports, CIO seamen and dock 
workers were going ahead with 
preparations to walk out at one 
minute after midnight in each 
time zone. 

Not All Grievances Met. 

All their grievances had not 
been met. For example, Joseph 
Selly, who heads CIO radio opera- 
tors, was still holding out for his 
demand that ships carry two oper- 
ators instead of one.

doctors’ offices. 

“The trouble is,” he said, “that, 


to scrape off the old paint and 
start all over again.”

CONGRESS PARTY REPORTED 
TO HAVE REJECTED INDIA PLAN 


Decision Against Independence 
Proposal Said to Have Been 
Sent to Wavell.

JACKSON IGNORED 
TRUMAN REQUEST 
FOR DISCUSSION 


President Discloses Ca- 
bled Exchange Before 
Justice Made Public 
Attack on Black.

WASHINGTON, June 14—Presi- 
dent Truman revealed today that 
Justice Robert H. Jackson had 
disregarded his request to post- 
pone his attack on Justice Hugo 
L. Black until Justice Jackson 

could talk to Truman about it. 

Asked at his press conference 
whether he had advance notice 
that Justice Jackson intended to 
issue a statement against his Su- 
preme Court colleague, the Presi- 
dent said that Justice Jackson 
had cabled him on Sunday sub- 
stantially the same information 
that was given out at a press con- 
ference in Nuernberg Monday 
night. Truman asked Justice Jack- 
son not to release it until he could 
talk with him. Justice Jackson, he 
said in reply to another question, 
did not talk it over with him be- 
fore giving out the statement. 

The President sharply declined 
to answer a reporter’s question 
as to whether he thought Justice 
Blaks and Jackson should both 
resign “for the good of the coun- 
try.” He said, replying to a ques- 
tion, that he had no indications 
that either Justice Jackson or 
Justice Black would resign. 

Asked if Justice Black had 
threatened to resign if Justice 
Jackson were made Chief Justice, 
the President said that he had 
not discussed the chief justiceship 
with any member of the court. 

Steelman Reconversion Chief. 

Although the press conference 
lasted only 10 minutes, the Presi- 
dent made several important an- 
nouncements. 

He opened the conference by 
announcing that he was appoint- 
ing Dr. John R. Steelman as di- 
rector of the Office of War Mobil- 
ization and Reconverson. 

Reading from a typewritten 
sheet, he said that practically all 
of his Cabinet, leaders of Con- 
gress and members of advisory 
committee had requested that the 
office vacated by John W. Snyder 
of St. Louis be continued. 

He added that Steelman would 
still be the White House adviser 
on labor questions. He emphasized

“There must be no veto te 
protect those who violate their 
solemn agreements not to de- 
velop or use atomic energy for 
destructive purposes, The bomb 
doe not wait upon debate.

Unless the five major powers 
waive their right of veto with re- 
spect to atomic control violations, 
the American delegate said, no in- 
ternational plan is practicable. He 
emphasized that the punishment 
of transgressors must be swift and 
sure. Such speedy penalization, 
he went on, is essential if peace 
is to be more than a feverish in- 
terlude between wars. 

There was immediate specula- 
tion that the Soviet Union would 
take the lead in opposing elimina- 
tion of the veto right. Russia 
was represented as being fearful 
that a British-American bloc 
might act against it in the event 
of an atomic control crisis, 


Following are 

provisions of the American pro- 
gram as outlined by Baruch — a 
program that incorporates’ the 
general recommendations of the 
report prepared last April for the 
State Department by a committee 
of consultants headed by David 
E. Lilienthal, head of the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority, and in- 
cluding State Department Under 
Secretary Dean Acheson: 

1. Establishment of an inter- 
national atomic energy author- 
ity to obtain and maintain con- 
trol of the world’s supplies of 
uranium and thorium, the two 
raw resotrces essential to the 
production of atomic energy. 

2. The authority would control 
and operate all plants producing 
fissionable materials in danger- 
ous quantities. 

3. It would be given exclusive 
right to conduct research in the 
field of atomic explosives. 

4. It would distribute strate. 
gically, throughout the world, 
its stockpiles of fissionable 
materials and its atomic energy 
plants classified as “ us.“ 

5. The authority would pro- 
mote the peacetime benefits of 
atomic energy, licensing to in- 
dividual nations and private 
companies the right to engage 
in “non-dangerous” atomic ac- 
tivities, , 


6. A rigid system of inspection 
would be set up by the author- 
ity to detect violations of the 
agreement, 

7. Disclosure by the United 
States of its atomic secrets 
would be made progressively, in 
careful stages, as advances are 
made in the organization of in- 
ternational control, with full re- 
linquishment to be made after 
the participating nations have 
ratified the treaty of control 
and the authority has become 
wholly effective. 

Ready to Destroy Weapon. 

Baruch said the United States. 
“is ready to proscribe and destroy. 
this instrument—to lift its use 
from death to life—if the world 
will join in a pact to that end.” 

Baruch stressed that the Amer- 
ican proposal was submitted as 
an outline for discussion, and that 
it is far from complete or perfect. 
He expressed the hope that other 
nations would submit their own 
plans in the near future. One of 
the significant questions left un- 
answered in the American plan, 
for example, concerns the wisdom

At 
the end of the road lies the fairer, 
better, surer life we crave and 
mean to have. 

Only by a lasting peace are lib- 
erties and democracies strength- 
ened and deepened. War is their 
enemy. And it will not do to be- 
lieve that any of us can escape 
war's devastation. Victor, van- 
quished and neutrals alike are af- 
fected physically, economically 
and morally. 

Against the degradation of war 
we can erect a safeguard, That 
is the guerdon for which we 
reach. Within the scope of the 
formula we outline here, there 
will be found, to those who seek 
it, the essential elements of our 
purpose. Others will see only 
emptiness. Each of us carries his 
own mirror in which is reflected 
hope—or determined desperation— 
courage or cowardice. 

Conquest of Fear. 

There is a famine throughout 
the world today. It starves men’s 
bodies.

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That, roughly, may be said to be 
the central theme of the United 
Nations. It is with that thought 
we begin consideration of the most 
important -ubject that can engage 
mankind—life itself. 

Let there be no quibbling about 
the duty and the responsibility

I was moved, 
in the afternoon of my life, to 
add my effort to gain the world’s 
quest, by the broad mandate un- 
der which we were created. The 
resolution of the Genera] Assem- 
bly, passed Jan, 24, 1946, in Lon- 
don, reads: 

“Section V. Terms of refer- 
ence of the Commission. 

“The Commission shall pro- 
ceed with the utmost dispatch 
and inquire into all phases of 
the problem, and make such 
recommendations from time to 
time with respect to them as it 
finds possible. In particular the 
commission shall make specific 


proposals: 

“A. For extending between all 
nations the exchange of basic 
scientific information for peace- 
ful ends; 

“B. For control of atomic en- 
ergy to the extent necessary to 
insure its use only for peaceful 
pu 8; 

. For the elimination from 
national armaments of atomic 
weapons and of all other major 
weapons adaptable to mass de- 
struction; 

D. For effective safeguards 
by way of inspection and other 
means to protect complying 
states against the hazards of 
violations and evasions. 

“The work of the Commission 
should proceed by separate 
stages, the successful completion 
of each of which will develop 
the necessary confidence of the 
world before the next stage is 
undertaken.” 


Outcome of Conference. 


Our mandate rests, in text and 
in spirit, upon the outcome of 
the conference in Moscow of 
Messrs. Molotov of the Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics, Bevin 
of the United Kingdom, and 
Byrnes of the United States of 
America. The three foreign 
ministers, on Dec. 27, 1948, pro- 
posed the establishment of this 
body. 

Their action was animated by 
a preceding conference in Wash- 
ington, on Nov. 15, 1945, when 
the’ President of the United 
States, associated with Mr. Att- 
lee, Prime Minister of the United 
Kingdom, and Mr. Mackenzie 
King, Prime Minister of Canada, 
stated that international control 
of the whole field of atomic 
energy was immediately essen- 
tial, They proposed the forma- 
tion of this body. In examining 
that source, the agreed declara- 
tion, it will be found that the 
fathers of the concept recog- 
nized the final means of world 
salvation—the abolition of war. 
Solemnly they wrote: 

“We are aware that the only 
complete protection for the civ- 
ilized world from the destruc- 
tive use of scientific knowledge 
lies in the prevention of war. 
No system of safeguards that 
can be devised will of itself pro- 
vide an effective guarantee 
against production of atomic 
weapons by a nation bent on ag- 
gression. Nor can we ignore the 
possibility of the development of 
other weapons, or of new meth- 
ods of warfare, which may con- 
stitute as great a threat to 
civilization as the military use 
of atomic energy.” ä 

Through the historical ap- 
proach I have outlined, we find 
ourselves here to test if man can 
produce, through his will and 
faith, the miracle of peace, just 
as he has, through science and 
skill, the miracle of the atom. 


Proposal by U. 8. 
The United States proposes the

I offer this as a basis for be- 
ginning our discussion, 

But, I think, the peoples we 
serve would not believe—and with- 
out faith nothing counts—that a 
treaty, merely outlawing posses- 
sion or use of the atomic bomb 
constitutes effective fulfillment of 
the instructions to this commis- 
sion. Previous failures have been 
recorded in trying the method of 
simple renunciation,@unsupported 
by effective guarantees of se- 
curity and armament limitation. 
No one would have. faith in that 
approach alone. 

Now, if ever, is the time to act 
for the common good. Public opin- 
ion supports a world movement 
toward security. If I read the

We of this nation, desirous of

: a Offer 

When an adequate system of 
atomic energy, including the re- 
nunciation of the bomb as a 
weapon, has been agreed upon and 
put into effective operation and 
condign (suitable) punishments 
set up for violations of the rules 
of control which are to be stig- 
matized as international crimes, 
we propose that: / 

1 Manufacture of atomic 

bombs shall stop, 

2. Existing bombs shall be dis- 
posed of pursuant to the terms 
of the treaty, and 

3. The authority shall be in 
possession of full information as 
to the know-how for the produc- 
tion of atomic energy. 

Let me repeat, so as to avoid 
misunderstanding: My country is 
ready to make its full contribu- 
tion toward the end we seek, sub- 
ject of course, to our constitu- 
tional processes, and to an ade- 
quate system of control becoming 
fully efective, as we finally work 
it out. 

Violations Listed, 

Now as to violations: In the 
agreement, penalties of as serious 
a nature as the nations may wish 
and as immediate and certain in 
their execution as possible, should 
be fixed for:

2. Illegal possession, or sep- 
aration, of atomic material suit- 
able for use in an atomic bomb;

It would be a deception, to which 
I am unwilling to lend myself, 
were I not to say to you and to 
our peoples, that the matter of 
punishment lies at the very heart 
of our present security system. It 
might as well be admitted, here 
and now, that the subject goes 
straight to the veto power con- 
tained in the charter of the Unit- 
ed Nations so far as it relates to 
the field of atomic energy. The 
charter permits penalization only 
by concurrence of each of the five 
great powers—Union of Soviet So- 
cialist Republics the United King- 
down, China, France and the 
United States. 

I want to make this very plain 
that I am concerned here with 
the veto power only as it affects 
this particular problem. There 
must be no veto to protect those 
who violate their solemn agree- 
ments not to develop or use 
atomic energy for destructive 


purposes. 

The bomb does not wait upon 
debate. To delay may be to die. 
The time between violation and 
preventive action or punishment 
would be all too short for ex- 
tended discussion as to the 
course to be followed. 

As matters now stand several 
years may be necessary for an- 
other country to produce a bomb, 
de novo. However, once the basic 
information is generally known, 
and the authority has established 
producing plants for peaceful pur- 
poses in the several countries, an 
illegal seizure of such a plant 
might permit a malevolent nation 
to ee a bomb in 12 months, 
and if preceded by secret prepa- 
ration and necessary facilities 
perhaps even in a much shorter 
time. The time required—the ad- 
vance warning given of the possi- 
ble use of a bomb—can only be 
generally estimated but obviously 
will depend upon many factors, in- 
cluding the success with which 
the authority has been able to in- 
troduce elements of safety in the 
design of its plants and the degree 
to which illegal and secret prepa- 
ration for the military use of 
atomic energy will have been elim- 
inated. Presumably no nation 
would think of starting a war with 
only one bomb. 

This shows how imperative 
speed is in detecting and penaliz- 
ing violations. 

The process of prevention and 
penalization—a problem of pro- 
found statecraft—is, as I read it, 
implicit in the Moscow statement, 
signed by the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics, the United 
States and the United Kingdom a 
few months ago. 

Guarantee Against War. 

But before a country is ready 
to relinquish any winning weap- 
ons, it must have more than 
words to reassure it. It must have 
a guarantee of safety, not only 
against the offenders in the 
atomic area, but against the il- 
legal users of other weapons— 
bacteriological, biological, gas — 
perhaps—why not? — against war 
itself. 

In the elimination of war lies 
our solution, for only then will 
nations cease to compete with 
one another in the production 
and use of dread “secret” weap- 
ons which are evaluated solely 
by their capacity to kill. This 
devilish p takes us back 
not merely to the Dark Ages, 
but from cosmos to chaos. If 
we succeed in finding a suitable 
way to control atomic weapons, 
it is reasonable to hope that we 
may also preclude the use of 
other weapons adaptable to 
mass destruction. When a man 
learns to say “A” he can, if he 
chooses, learn the rest of the 
alphabet, too. 

Problem of Ethics. 

Let this be anchored in our 
minds: 

Peace is never long preserved 
by weight of metal or by an arma- 
ment race. Peace can be made 
tranquil and secure only by un- 
derstanding and agreement forti- 
fied by sanctions. We must em- 
brace international co-operation or 
international disintegration. 

Science has taught us how to 
put the atom to work. But to

We are now facing a problem 
more of ethics than of physics. 

The solution will require appar- 
ent sacrifice in pride and in po- 
sition, but better pain as the price 
of peace than death as the price 
of war. 

Measures Recommended. 

I now submit the following 
measures as representing the fun- 
damental features of a plan which 
would give effect to certain of the 
conclusions which I have epito- 
mized: 

1, GENERAL— The authority 
should t up a thorough plan 
for control of the field of atomic 
energy, through various forms 
of ownership, dominion, licenses, 
operation, inspection, research 
and management by competent 
personnel, After this is provid- 
ed for, there should be as little 
interference as may be with the 
economic plans and the present 

private, corporate and state rela- 
tionships in the several coun- 
tries involved. 

2. RAW MATERIALS — The 
authority should have as one of 
its earliest purposes to obtain 
and maintain complete and ac- 
curate information on world 
supplies of uranium and thorium 
and to bring them under its 
domine tion. The precise pattern 
of control for various types of 
deposits of such materials will 
have to depend upon the geo- 
logical, mining, refining and eco- 
nomic facts involved in differ- 
ent situations. 

The authority should conduct 
continuous surveys so that it will 
have the most complete knowl- 
edge of the world geology of 
uranium and thorium. Only aft- 
er all current information on 
world sources of uranium and 

thorium is known to us all can 
‘equitable plans be made for 
their production, refining and 
distribution. 

3. PRIMARY PRODUCTION 
PLANTS -The authority should 
exercise complete managerial 
control of the production of fis- 
sionable materials. This means 
that it should control and oper- 
ate all plants producing fission- 
able materials in dangerous 
quantities and must own and 
control the product of these 
plants. 

4. ATOMIC EXPLOSIVES— 
The authority should be given 
sole and exclusive right to con- 
duct research in the field of 
atomic explosives. Research 
activities in the field of atomic 
explosives are essential in order 
that the authority may keep in 
the forefront of knowledge in 
the field of atomic energy and 
fulfill the objective of prevent- 
ing illicit manufacture of 
bombs, Only by maintaining 
its position as the dest in- 
formed agency will the author- 
ity be able to determine the line 
between intrinsically dangerous 
and non-dangerous activities. 

5. STRATEGIC DISTRIBU- 
TION OF ACTIVITIES AND 
MATERIALS—The activities en- 
trusted exclusively to the 
authority because they are in- 
trinsically dangerous to secur- 
ity should be distributed through 
the world. Similarly, stock- 
piles of raw materials and fis- 
sionable materials should not be 
centralized. , 

6 NON-DANGEROUS 
ACTIVITIES—A function of the 
authority should be promotion 
of the peacetime benefits of 
atomic energy. 

Atomic research (except in 
explosives), the use of research 
reactors, the production of 
radioactive tracers by means of 
non-dangerous reactors, the use 
of such tracers, and to some ex- 
tent the production of power 
should be open to nations and 
their citizens under reasonable 
licensing arrangements from 
the authority. Denatured ma- 
terials, whose use we know also 
requires suitable safeguards, 
should be furnished for such 
purposes by the authority under 
lease or other arrangement. De- 
naturing seems to have been 
over-estimated by the public as 
a safety measure. 

7 DEFINITION OF 
DANGEROUS AND NON- 
DANGEROUS ACTIVITIES— 
Although a reasonable dividing 
line can be drawn between 
dangerous and non-dangerous 
activities, it is not hard and 
fast. Provision should, there- 
fore, be made to assure con- 
stant re-examination of the 


questions, and to permit revi- 
sion of the dividing line as 
changing conditions and new 
discoveries may require. 


8. OPERATIONS OF DAN. 
GEROUS ACTIVITIES — Any 
plant dealing with uranium or 
thorium after it once reaches 
the potential of dangerous use 
must be not only subject to the 
most rigorous and competent 
inspection by the authority, but 
its actual operation shall be 
under the management, super- 
vision and control of the au- 
thority. 

9% INSPECTION — By a 
signing intrinsically dangerous 
activities exclusively to the au- 
thority, the difficulties of in- 
spection are reduced. If the 
authority is the only agency 
which may lawfully conduct 
dangerous activities, then vis- 
ible operation by others 
than the authority will consti- 
tute an unambiguous danger 
signa). Inspection will also 
occur in connection with the 
licensing functions of the au- 
thority. 


10. FREEDOM OF ACCESS— 
Adequate ingress and egress for 
all qualified representatives of 
the authority must be assured. 
Many of the inspection activities 
of the authority should grow 
out of, and be incidental to, its 
other functions, Important meas- 
ures of inspection will be asso- 
ciated with the tight control of 
raw materials, for this is a key- 
stone of the plan. The continu- 
ing activities of prospecting, 
survey and research in relation 
to raw materials will be designed 
not only to serve the affirma- 
tive development functions of 
the authority, but also to assure 
that no surreptitious operations 
are conducted in the raw ma- 
terials field by nations or their 
citizens. 

11, PERSONNEL — The per- 
sonne] of the authority should 
be recruited on a basis of proven 
competence but also so far as 
possible on an international 
basis. 


12. PROGRESS BY STAGES 
A primary step in the creation 
of the system of control is the 
setting forth, in comprehensive 
terms, of the functions, respon- 
sibilities, powers and limitations 
of the authority. Once a char- 


ter for the authority has been 


adopted, the authority and the 
system of control for which it 
will be responsible will require 
time to become fully organized 
and effective. The plan of con- 
trol will, therefore, have to come 
into effect in successive stages. 
These should be specifically fixed 
in the charter or means should 
be otherwise set forth in the 
charter for transitions from one 
stage to another, as contemplat- 
ed in the resolution of the Unit- 
ed Nations Assembly which cre- 
ated this Commission. 


13. DISCLOSURES — In the 
deliberations of the United Na- 
tions Commission on Atomic 
Energy, the United States is 
prepared to make available the 
information essential to a rea- 
sonable understanding of the 
proposals which it advocates. 
Further disclosures must be de- 
pendent, in the interests of all, 
upon the effective ratification 
of the treaty. When the authori- 
ty is actually created, the 
United States will join the 


other nations in making avail- 


able the further information es- 
sential to that organization for 
the performance of its functions. 
As the successive stages of in- 
ternational control are reached, 
the United States will be pre- 
pared to yield, to the extent re- 
quired bv each stage, national 
control of activities in this field 
to the authority. 

14. INTERNATIONAL CON- 
TROL— There will be questions 
about the extent of control to 
be allowed to national bodies, 
when the authority is estab- 
lished. Purely national authori- 
ties for control and development 
of atomic energy should to the 
extent necessary for the effec- 
tive operation of the authority 
be subordinate to it. This is 
neither an indorsement nor a 
disapproval of the creation of 
national authorities. The com- 
mission should evolve a clear 
demarcation of the scope of du- 
ties and responsibilities of such 
national authorities. 


And now I end. I have sub 


mitted an outline for present dis- 
cussion, Our consideration will be 
broadened by the criticism of the 
United States proposals and by 
the plans of the other nations, 
which, it is to be hoped, will be 
submitted at their early con- 
venience. I and my ar-ociates of 
the United States delegation will 
make available to each member of 
this body books and pamphlets, in- 
cluding the Acheson-Lilienthal re- 


port, recently made by the Unit- 


ed States Department of State, 
and the McMahon committee 
Monograph No. 1 entitled “Essen- 
tion Information on Atomic En- 
ergy” relating to the McMahon bill 
recently passed by the United 
States Senate, which may prove 
of value in assessing the situation. 
Not an Easy Job. . 

All of us are consecrated to mak- 
ing an end of gloom and hopeless- 
ness. It will not be an easy job. 
The way is long and thorny, but 
supremely worth traveling. All of 
us want to stand erect, with our 
faces to the sun, instead of being 
forced to burrow into the earth, 
like rats. 

The pattern of salvation must 
be worked out by all for all. 

The light at the end of the tun- 
nel is dim, but our path seems to 
grow brighter as we actually be- 
gin our journey. We cannot yet 
light the way to the end. However, 
we hope the suggestions of my 
Government will be illuminating. 

Let us keep in mind the exhorta- 
tion of Abraham Lincoln, whose 
words, uttered at a moment of 
shattering national peril, form a 
complete text for our deliberation. 
I quote, paraphrasing slightly: 

“We cannot escape history. 
We of this meeting will be re- 
membered in spite of ourselves. 
No personal significance or in- 
significance can spare one or 
another of us, The fiery trial 
through which we are passing 
will light us down in honor or 
dishonor to the latest genera- 
tion. 

“We say we are for peace. The 
world will not forget that we 
say this. We know how to save 
peace. The world knows that 
we do. We, even we here, hold 
the. power and have the respon- 
sibility. 

“We shall nobly save, or 
meanly lose, the last, best hope 
of earth. The way is plain, 
peaceful, generous, just—a way 
which, if followed, the world 
will forever applaud.”

uranium and thorium deposits, 
and (3) the provision for swift 
and drastic punishment of so0- 
called violators of the interna- 
tional agreement. 

Obviously seeking to put strong 
“teeth” into the Acheson-Lilien- 
thal recommendations, Baruch 
dwelled at length on the urgent 
necessity of the decisive punish- 
ment of violators—meaning war 
against them. Explicitly he de- 
clared that penalties should be 
fixed for: 

1, Illegal possession or use of 
an atomic bomb; 

2. Illegal possession of atomic 
material suitable for use in an 
atomic bomb; 

3. Seizure of any plant or other 
property belonging to or licensed 
by the authority; 

4. Wilful interference with the 
activities of the authority; 

5. Creation or operation of 
dangerous projects in a manner 
contrary to, or in the absence of, 
a license granted by the author- 
ity. 


“It would be a deception, to 
which I am unwilling to lend my- 
self,” Baruch said in his speech, 
“were I not to say to.you and to 
our peoples, that the matter of 
punishment lies at the very heart 
of our present security system. 

Question of Veto. 

“Tt might as well be admitted, 
here and now, that the subject 
goes straight to the veto power 
contained in the charter of the 
United Nations so far as it re- 
lates to the field of atomic en- 
ergy.” The process of prevention 
and penalization, he declared, is 
implicit in the Moscow statement 
signed by the Soviet Union, the 
United States and Britain a few 
months ago. 

We must provide the mechan- 
ism, he said, to assure that atomic 
energy. is used for peaceful 
purposes and preclude its use in 
war. The United Nations, in seek- 
ing to make atomic control effec- 
tive, can prescribe individual re- 
sponsibility and punishment on the 
principles now being applied at 
Nuernberg by the Soviet Union, 
England, France and this coun- 
try—‘a formula certain to bene- 
fit the world's future.”

Defense Doesn’t Exist. 


Science, he continued, has torn 
from nature a secret so vast in 
its potentialities that our minds 
cower from its terror. But the 
terror created by weapons has 
never stopped man from employ- 
ing them. For each new weapon, 
a defense has been devised in 
time, but now we face a condition 
in which adequate defense simply 
does not exist. 


“Science,” he went on, “which 
gave us this dread power, shows 
that it can be made a giant help 
to humanity, but science does not 
show us how to prevent its baleful 
use, So we have been appointed 
to obviate that peril by finding 
a meeti of the minds and the 
hearts of our ples. Only in 
the will of mankind lies the an- 
swer.” 

He was moved, as he put it, tn 
the “afternoon” of his life, to seek 
a way to lasting peace on earth. 
In concluding his nine-page ad- 
dress, he paraphrased the words 
of Abraham Lincoln: 


“We shall nobly save, or meanly 
lose, the last, best hope of earth. 
The way is plain, peaceful, gen- 
erous, just — a way which, if 
followed, the world will forever 
applaud.” 

Message From Truman. 

Baruch read to the commission 
this message from President Tru- 
man: 

“I ask-you ,.. to express to the 
members my sense of the extra- 
ordinary importance of the work 
in which they are about to en- 
gage. Nothing concerns the whole 
world more, than the achievement 
of the purpose that brings them 
together.”

Hotel, 4137 Lindell boulevard, and 
Calumet Hotel, 611 North Jeffer- 


son. 

The citation against the Ritz 
Hotel will be asked of the Board 
of Public Service on the ground 
that the hotel management failed 
to obey orders of Fire Marshal 
Walter H. Kamman to correct 
hazardous conditions found there 
in an inspection Feb. 5. Riley 
said this is the first time a cita- 
tion of type has been sought since 
establishment of the Fire Pre- 
vention Bureau. 

He said he will “press the case, 
in order that the powers and 
jurisdiction of the fire marsha) 
can be determined.” 

At the time of the Feb. 5 in- 

ion, Kammann’s inspectors 
found that the hotel had no fire 
alarm bells, needed three addi- 
tional fire extinguishers and the 
fire scape on the west side of 
the ouilding was in need of re- 
Correction of all these 

things was ordered. 

However, when the inspectors 
returned to the hotel Wednesday 
they found that the orders of the 
fire marshal had not been carried 
out and the same conditions 


existed. 
Findings at Calumet Hotel. 

The citation will be sought 
against the Calumet Hotel, a Ne- 

hotel, for storage of more in- 
— liquids than permitted 
by ordinance, Inspectors found 
50 gallons of paint and other in- 
flammable liquids stored there 
when they went to inspect the 
building today. The inflammable 
material was removed immediate- 
ly, inspectors reported. 

Kammann appeared before the 
Safety Committee of the Board of 
Aldermen this morning to discuss 
with the committee the bill, intro- 
duced last week, which would re- 
quire the fireproofing of all hotel 
basements and elevator shafts. In- 
stallation of sprinkler systems 
throughout the hotels is proposed 
as an alternative. 

Kammann said he will meet 
with the Hotel Men’s Association 
of St. Louis next Wednesday aft- 
ernoon to discuss gafety practices 
that hotels should follow. He 
said he would give them a com- 
prehensive list of things which 
they should do, as well as those 
which they should not do.

American’s Voice Breaks Oc- 
casionally in Delivering Plan 
for Atomic Control.

NEW YORK, June 14—The ad- 
dress of Bernard M. Baruch, out- 
lining the United States program 
for atomic contro] to the United 
Nations Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, was no less impressive be- 
cause of relatively meager public 
attendance. No such apathy was 
evident in the manner of dele- 
gates representing 11 other na- 
tions at the crescent-shaped table, 
or in the attitudes of solemn- 
visaged aids and advisers seated 
behind them. 

When the silver-haired states- 
man neared the end of his hour- 
long discourse, delivered with 
great energy and tonal inflection 
although read from manuscript, 
his voice broke occasionally either 
with emotion or fatigue. At his 
dramatic conclusion, paraphrasing 
Lincoln's declarations on responsi- 
bilities for peace, it appeared 


about to respond with applause. 
Prompt action from an interpre- 
ter supplying the French transla- 
tion of the address halted a dem- 
onstration if such was intended. 
The delegates relaxed in their 
chairs and faced Baruch with re- 
spectful warmth. Dr. H. V. Evatt 
of Australia, first permanent 
chairman by virtue of alphabetical 
rotation, acknowledged the speech 
on assuming office, describing it 
as “historic,” “moving” and “mag- 
nificently worthy of the occasion.” 
Delegates hurried to Baruch’s 
side when the meeting was. ad- 
journed until Wednesday morning 
and offered congratulations, Pho- 
tographers busily began recording 
the scene as well-wishers from 
spectators’ seats joined the gather- 
ing. Head and shoulders above 
most of the admiring group, the 
76-year-old “adviser to the Presi- 
dent” received congratulations 
with a pleased expression. He 
waved a friendly, acknowledging 
hand at others viewing the scene 
from a distance, and left the 
chamber with his aids. 

Andrei Gromyko, representing 
Russia, who had listened atten- 
tively but without outward sign 
of approval throughout the long 
address, told reporters in reply to 
questions after the meeting: “So 
far everything is going nicely.” 
He declined to amplify his remark 
when asked if it meant he ap- 
proved of principles set forth by 
Baruch, 

Baruch, in his encounter with 
post-meeting reporters, smilingly 
commented only: “If at first we 
don’t succeed, we'll try, try again.”

Mrs. Emelie Levy Was 
Captive of Germans for 
Three Years — Meets 
New St. Louis Rela- 
tives. 


Beaming through tears of joy at 
arriving “home” in St. Louis after 
three years in a Nazi concentra- 
tion camp, Mrs. Emelie Levy, 81- 
year-old refugee, was escorted 
from a train yesterday by her 
three sons, all St. Louisans. 

Wearing a corsage of seven 
roses pinned on her black dress 


as she passed the train gate, Mrs. 
Levy kissed her daughters-in-law 
and a grandchild, as she clung to 
the three sons she last saw eight 
and 10 years ago. 

She exclaimed with pleasure 
over each new relative the sons 
introduced, and as she surveyed 
in amazement the clamor of 
Union Station, she nervously 
stroked her long gray hair, grown 
back since it was shaved off in 
the notorious Theresienstadt pris- 
on camp. 

Mrs. Levy, whe lost three sons 

in the German Army in World 
War I, was first met last week 
at the boat, the Uruguay, out of 
France, by her son, Julius Levy, 
sino accompanied her from New 
ork, 
He is a bartender at the Fred 
P. Rapp tavern at 3115 Watson 
road, a position he has held since 
10 days after he arrived here in 
1936. Two other sons present were 
Alex Levy, 5564A Page boulevard, 
— upholsterer, and Carl Levy. 
2267 Yale avenue, Maplewood, a 
poultry dealer. All three are 
naturalized citizens, 

Speaking only German, Mrs. 
Levy told through her sons of her 
unexplained release from the 
Theresienstadt camp: At 2:30 one 
morning in February, 1945, she 
said, a guard turned on the over- 
head light in the prison bunker, 
and roused her and nine other 
elderly persons from their straw- 
covered sleeping space on the 
flood. Without ever learning the 
reason for their selection, they 
were herded in a railroad car go- 
ing to Switzerland. Next morn- 
ing a guard came around and in- 
structed them to cut off the yel- 
low lapel patch worn by all Jews. 

“When he asked us if we 
wanted to return to Germany,” 
she related, “I said I would be 
happy only to die on the way to 
America.” 

She remained in a well-admin- 
istered camp for displaced per- 
sons near Beatenberg, Switzer- 
land, until the three sons were 
able to arrange passage. In New 
York last week she ate her first 
meat in four years, 

She said she was taken in Sep- 
tember, 1942, from her village of 
Trebur, near Mainz, and sent with 
other aged persons to Theresien- 
stadt. A daughter with whom she 
had been living and her son-in-law 
had been removed from the. vil- 
lage several months \before. A 
single card from the Lublin death 
camp is the only word ever re- 
ceived from the couple. Mrs. Ce- 
celia Mayer, 6032 Hartford street, 
a sister of that son-in-law, was in 
the greeting party at Union Sta- 
tion. 

Mrs. Levy was taken in a-wait- 
ing taxicab to the Page boulevard 
home of Alex and Julius, where 
she saw Alex's daughter, Ruth 
Mae, who was 8 months old yes- 
terday, and Carl’s other two chil- 
dren.

People 
can be seen on the streets of 
Vienna wearing overcoats in June 
because they have too little food 
to maintain normal body temper- 
atures, he said. 

Praises St. Louis Planning. 

Wallace said he was impressed 
with St. Louis’s plans fo: the ex- 
pansion of manufacturing. “If 
other cities planned as well,” the 
Secretary asserted, “there would 
be no reason to fear unemploy- 
ment.” 

Earlier today he announced the 
appointment of Albert C. Inger- 
soll Jr. of Joliet, III., as vice pres- 
ident in charge of operations and 
acting president of the Inland 
Waterways Corp., which operates 
Federal Barge Linés here. 

Ingersoll, who succeeds the late 
Joseph A. Lennon, formerly served 
as assistant general manager in 
charge of operations of the Cen- 
tral Barge Co., Chicago, and dur- 
ing the last 15 months.has been 
a member of the United States 
Strategic Bombing Survey study- 
ing the effects of Allied air at- 
tacks on German and Japanese 
shipping. He holds a master’s li- 
cense for shipping on the Missis- 
sippi River. * 

Wallace said at a press confer- 
ence that he could not discuss 
specifically the Senate version of 
the Office of Price Administra- 
tion extension, since he had not 
studied the measure, but pointed 
out that he considered price con- 
trol of prime importance. 

Danger of Inflation. 

“More than 100 billion dollars in 
excess savings has piled up in this 
country,” he pointed out. “In view 
of this, and taking into account 
world-wide scarcities, there is dan- 
ger that the upward trend in 
prices, once controls are removed, 
might be far greater than was the 
case after the last war. 

„Even if the OPA were retained 
in full force, however, it wouldn't 
mean the solution of all our prob- 
lems. It would simply be choosing 
the lesser of evils. 

“Compared to the rest of the 
world, we aren't so bad off, there 
being much less inflation in our 
country than elsewhere. Nobody 
can predict with any precision the 
time when inflation or deflation 
will take effect, but I can say that 
inflation ultimately would lead to 
{deflation and serious unemploy- 
ment.” 


Adequate action toward main- 
taining price control has more to 
do with bringing about peace be- 
tween management and labor than 
any other single factor, he con- 
tinued. 

He adroitly parried questions at 
a press conference, wording his 
answers cautiously, He grinned 
in clining’ to comment on the 
United States Supreme Court row. 

Favors Two Parties. 

Asked whether he was disturbed 
by late trends of the Democratic 
party, he replied: 


„It is important for the people 
to have two parties standing for 
something definite. I am con- 
vinced the Democratic party is 
progressive and. the Republican 
party is conservative. The tide of 
events in both parties makes this 
clear. Of course, there are eddies 
in opposite directions in both 
parties, but the main currents are 
unchanged.” 

“What about a third party?” 
he was asked. With a grin he 
shook his head and said, “I’m in 
favor of two parties.” 

He expressed the conviction the 
American people, basically pro- 
gressive, will become increasingly 
progressive as time goes by, and 
termed legislation to outlaw lynch- 
ing, eliminate the poll tax and set 
up a permanent Fair Employment 
Practices Commission “inevitable.”

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SLASH IN SUGAR RATION 
OF BAKERS ORDERED 10 
CUT PIE AND CAKE OUTPUT 


WASHINGTON, June 14 (AP). 
O0 today ordered a cut in 


the sugar rations of com- 

mercial bakers in a move 
to limit the output of cake, 
pie and other pastry and thus 
check divérsion of flour from 
bread, 


At the same time the agency 
announced that—as previously 
planned—a second home can- 
ning stamp, good for five 
pounds of sugar, would be vali- 
dated July 1. Spare stamp 10 
in family rationing books will 
be good through Oct. 31. 


An OPA official said retail 
sugar prices soon would be in- 
creased about one-fifth of a 
cent a pound. 


OPA said that during the 
July-September quarter bakers 
will receive 60 per cent of the 
amount of sugar they used dur- 
ing the corresponding period in 
1941. At present they are re- 
ceiving 70 per cent. 


The reduction places bakers 
on the same basis as most 
other industrial users of sugar. 
These include candy makers, 
ice cream manufacturers and 
beverage producers, who have 
been receiving 60 per cent of 
their base use and who will 
get the same amount in the 
next quarter,

TRUMAN REPORT 
PUTS LEND-LEASE 
AT 49 BILLIONS 


WASHINGTON, June 14 (AP)— 
President Truman told Congress 
today it cost the United States 
$300,000,000 to transport three Chi- 
nese armies—one of them twice— 
by air to place them in position 
to disarm the defeated Japanese 
after V-J day. 

The President disclosed this in 
his twenty-second report on lend- 
lease operations in explaining why 
it was deemed necessary to con- 
tinue such aid to the Nationalist 
forces after lend-lease had been 
terminated for all other nations. 

Total lend-lease to all countries 
from March 11, 1941, through Dec. 
31, 1945, amounted to $49,096,000,- 
000, Truman said. 

In addition to the “gigantic lend- 
lease operation” of ferrying Chi- 
nese troops by air, he revealed 
that $68,000,000 in vehicles and $50,- 
000,000 in ammunition were lend- 
leased to China from American 
Army supplies in the Far East. 

“Two armies were transported 
by air from West and South China 
to the area of Shanghai,” the 
President said, “and one of these 
was transferred further by air to 
Tientsin.

SENATE COMMITTEE BOOSTS 
STATE RELIEF APPROPRIATION

JEFFERSON CITY, June 14 — 
The Senate Appropriations Com4 
mittee, following a more liberal 
trend than the House, yesterday 
afternoon approved substantial in- 
creases in the appropriations for 
the coming fiscal year for social 
security purposes, the State’s high- 
er educational institutions and the 
eleemosynary institutions. 

The Senate committee increased 
the House figure of $3,000,000 for 
direct relief to $5,000,000; in- 
creased the aid to dependent chil- 
dren allotment from $2,750,000 to 
$3,250,000, and approved an in- 
crease of $300,009 over the House 
amount of $1,500,000 granted for 
administration of the social se- 
curity program.

WASHINGTON, June 14 (AP)— 
Stabilization Director Chester 
Bowles said last night that living 
cost increases thus far are a 
“drop in the bucket compared to 
the deluge that will strike the 
American consumer” if price con- 
trol changes proposed by Con- 
gress become law. 


At the same time he asserted 
that price increases that have 
been granted have been “danger- 
ously distorted and exaggerated.” 

Bowles made his comments in 
a statement before the Senate 
passed its revised OPA extension 
bill. 

He said a “group of responsible 
statisticians” has estimated that 
the effect of the bill passed by 
the House would be to increase 
the cost of living 20 to 25 per cent 
by next March. He added that 
this does not take into account 
“wage increases which would be 
forced by higher living costs and 
which in turn would be reflected 
in still higher prices.” 

Bowles said there is “genera) 
agreement” that the Senate bill 
“would be perhaps more disas- 
trous” than the House legislation. 


Discusses Recent Increases. 


In stating that price increases 
already granted have been dis- 
eh and exaggerated, Bowles 
said: 

“I cannot help believing that 
this distortion has been en- 
couraged by the defeatists and the 
inflationists who, in their effort to 
eliminate price and rent controls 
entirely or to cripple the present 
program through an avalanche of 
amendments, have made the irre- 
sponsible claim that inflation is 
already here or is inevitable.” 

Relating that price control first 
became effective with the hold- 


1948, he said the Bureau of Labor

“Many of the reasons for the in- 
creases in the past few months 
are now behind us,” Bowles de- 
clared. “With the re-enactment 
of the present price control act 
and with an adequate budget for 
its administration, I believe the 
cost of living for the next six to 
10 months could be kept reason- 
ably stable.” 

He said that since the start of 
the war in Europe in 1939 the cost 
of living had risen “only about 
one-third as much as it rose dur- 
ing the World War I period.” 


Meat Institute Says Ceiling Prices 
Are Fictional. 
CHICAGO, June 14 (AP)—The 
American Meat Institute said in 
a statement yesterday that OPA 
meat ceiling prices were “fic- 
tional” and that “factual” prices 
determined by “reliable independ- 
ent shopping surveys” run about 

80 per cent higher, 

The institute said the surveys 
were made of butcher shops in 11 
cities by C. C. Chappelle Co. and 
the Statistical Research Co., and 
showed these partial results: 

Beef round steaks, with an OPA 
ceiling price of 40.8 cents a pound, 
received 53.5 cents a pound aver- 
age. Rib roasts, ceilinged at 
32.6, received 42.5. Chuck roasts 
having a ceiling of 30.1 cents sold 
at 39.1 as an “actual” price. 

“The figures include prices 
charged by stores abiding by OPA 
ceilings, and those charging above 
OPA ceilings,” the institute noted.

Here are the major provisioons 
of the bill passed by the Senate.

3. Direct the OPA administra- 
tor to remove controls on all non- 
agricultural products not impor- 
tant in relation to business or liv- 
ing costs by the end of the year.

GERMAN INSECTICIDE NOW 
BEING PRODUCED IN U.S. 


A German insecticide that will 
kill many garden and orchard in- 
sects immune to DDT is now be- 
ing produced in this country, offi- 
clals at Monsanto Chemical Co. 
announced today. It is being 
formulated for use as a spray or 
dust. 

The insecticide, known as hexa- 
ethyl tetraphosphate, is said to be 
particularly effective against 
aphids, sometimes called “plant 
lice” and mites that feed on foli- 
age. The insects are most com- 
monly found in orchards, vege- 
table and flower gardens. 

Chemists said the new product, 
used in conjunction with DDT, 
would tend to restore a balance in 
nature. The balance, they said, 
may be upset where DDT alone 
is used, as aphids and mites mu)- 
tiply abnormally with the extinc- 
tion by DDT of their natural in- 
sect enemies. The insecticide is a 
light, tan liquid.

Directive to Baruch. 


He revealed that he and Secre- 
tary of State Byrnes had given a 
directive to Bernard M. Baruch, 
American representative on the 
United Nations Atomic Commis- 
sion, and he imagined that Baruch 
had followed it in making his re- 
port to the commission in New 
York today. He said that he had 
not seen Baruch’s speech. The di- 
rective, he said, did not follow the 
exact lines of the Acheson-Lilien- 
thal report, released in March by 
the State Department.

WASHINGTON, June 14 (AP)—

train a Chinese army of possibly 
1,000,000 men, provided Congress 
gives its approval. The training 
would include both Central Gov- 
ernment and Communist troops,

Protest to Truman. 


The 6000 persons at the New 
York rally adopted a resolution to 
telegraph President Truman pro- 
testing against his announced plan 
to use the armed forces “to break 
strikes.” 

Shortly after midnight, Curran 
and Bridges addressed the mass 
meetings in West Coast cities. 

Bridges warned again that “the 
strike might yet take place,” but 
this time he declared that “the 
situation looks favorable” for set- 
tling it. He said the Government, 
in its settlement plan, had offered 
the longshoremen nothing more 
than did the fact-finding board 
and said, “It is extremely doubt- 
ful that more will be offered.” 


“If that be the basis,“ said 
Bridges, “I know , . the long- 
shoremen will understand. How- 
ever, we are insisting that if no 
improvement (in the offer) ‘is 
made, the agreement arising by 
acceptance of the fact-finding 
board shall only run to Sept. 30, 
1946. 

“Tf that be the case, I want to 
tell you all now, we will start 
at once to prepare for Sept. 30, 
1946, and at that time we'll take 
care of the fact-finding recom- 
mendation.” 


Bridges Aid on Coast Predicts 
Several Days’ Strike. 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 14 
(UP)—Germaine Bulcke, chairman 
of the San Francisco Bay Area 
Committee for Maritime Unity, to- 
day predicted a Pacific Coast 


shipping tie-up of several days 
starting at midnight tonight, re- 
gardless of the outcome of strike 
negotiations in Washington. 

Bulcke, local president of Harry 
Bridges’ International Longshore- 
men's and Warehousemen's Union, 
said the CMU negotiating in 
Washington had no power to post- 
pone strike action so far as long- 
shoremen were concerned. 

In other ports there were prep- 
arations in case of a possible tie- 
up. In New York the Third Naval 
District went ahead with prepara- 
tions to man Government-owned 
ships. 

In Honolulu, the governor seized 
the luxury liner Matsonia and un- 
loading equipment at its dock for 
a 24-hour period under the Da- 
waii Defense Act in expectation 
of a waterfront strike. He esti- 
mated 24 hours would be suf- 
ficient to unload cargo from the 
Matsonia. 


T-HOUR BOLIVIA REVOLT 
PUT DOWN, FLYERS ESCAPE 


BUENOS AIRES, June 14 (AP) 
—A seven-hour revolt in Bolivia— 
apparently backed by a sizable 
segment of the Bolivian air force 
—was smashed by the Government 
of President Gualberto Villarroel 
yesterday, leaving an undeter- 
mined number of dead and 
wounded. 

Many Bolivian planes and avia- 
tors sought asylum in neighboring 
Chile and Peru after participating 
in the unsuccessful uprising, led 
by a group of young civilians and 
army officers seeking to wrest 
power from the colonels’ clique 
which put Villarroel in power in a 
similar revolt in December 1943. 
It was the third uprising against 
the present government. 

Guillermo Gutierrez, former 
editor of the newspaper La Ra- 
zon in La Paz, and a hero of 
the Chaco war between Bolivia 
and Paraguay, was said to have 
been the leader of the revolt. He 
was reported wounded and under 
arrest. The military head of 
the revolt was identified as a 
Maj. Illianes, who escaped.

In warfare, the gas could be 
dropped from an airplane at great 
altitude and completely knock out 
defending forces and permit an 
invading army to walk in virtually 
unopposed.

Whether it does get that consid- 
eration will depend on whether 
Monroney and other sponsors of 
the bill in the House can prevail 
on the Rules Committee to do 
what the Senate did—refer the 
bill to the House members who 
served on the joint committee to 
avoid the necessity of hearings 
before some other committee 
whose members would not have 
the intimate knowledge of its pro- 
visions that the House section of 
the Joint Senate-House Commit- 
tee has and should the bill be re- 
ferred to this special committee 
which could report it to the House 
almost immediately, it would still 
be up to Speaker Rayburn to de- 
cide when the measure would go 
to the floor. If it gets there soon 
enough, it will pass. 

Monroney would not discuss the 
possibilities for publication. But 
other House members interested 
in the bill said they were “walking 
on eggs” trying to make the nec- 
essary arrangements for a vote. 
The prevailing opinion among 
them was that they had a 50-50 
chance. Some thought that was 
an optimistic view. 

The procedural! difficulties which 
the bill confronts in the Howse 
bear out the prediction made 
months ago by Representative | 
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John J. Cochran (Dem.), St. Louis. 
Cochran thought a mistake had 
been made in not constituting the 
House members of the joint com- 
mittee as a special committee of 
the House, so that they would 
have, without consulting the Rules 
Committee, power to report the 
bill to the Ifoor.

The Customs Bureau announced 
in a formal statement:

gling into the United States of a 
fortune in gems belonging to the 
Hesse family. 

“Carlton who was questioned at 
his home in Kilgore, Tex., about 
his part in the finding of the 
cache of jewels, said he immedi- 
ately informed Capt. Kathleen 
Nash (now Mrs. Jack Wyant Du- 
rant), his superior officer, and de- 
livered the jewelry to her. Col. 
Jack Wyant Durant and his WAC 
captain wife are in military cus- 
tody in connection wtih the al- 
leged removal of the gems. 

“Customs officials said Carlton 
was questioned on the basis of 
preliminary Army investigation 
indicating that he might have 
been involved in the diversion of 
the gems. The former soldier is 
not being detained.” 

The War Department statement 
follows: 

“The War Department an- 
nouncement yesterday (Wednes- 
day) that former T-5 Roy C. Carl- 
ton had been detained in connec- 
tion with the Kronberg castle jew- 
elry investigation was based on 
available information which there 
was no reason at that time to 
question. 

“Although the War Department 
statement said that Carlton had 
been detained, a spokesman said 
in response to a question that this 
meant he had been arrested. 

“Actually it now develops that 
Carlton voluntarily submitted to 
questioning and it has been ‘de- 
cided that he should not be fur- 
ther detained.”

Disturbances. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., June 14 
(AP)—A federal grand jury re- 
ported today it found no evidence 
of civil rights violations in the ra- 
cial disturbances at Columbia, 
Tenn., last February. 

The grand jury, ordered by At- 
torney General Tom Clark to in- 
quire into possible federal viola- 
tions, sharply criticized “nation- 
wide misrepresentations” through 
the circulation of pamphlets deal- 
ing with the disorders and de- 
clared these constituted malicious 
intent to incite racial discord and 
intolerance. ' 

The jury declared it had ex- 
plored every possibility of return- 
ing indictments against those re- 
sponsible for circulating the pam- 
phiets, but had found no federal 
statute was violated. 


Effort to Show No Discrimination 


Against Negroes on Juries. 

COLUMBIA, Tenn. June 14 
CAP)—The second phase of court 
proceedings arising from racial 
disorders here last February got 
under way yesterday. The state 
called 25 white persons to the wit- 
mess stand in an effort to show 
that Negroes are not discriminat- 
ed against in the selection of 
juries in Maury county. 

The legal fight is over pleas in 
abatement filed by defense coun- 
sel for 26 Negroes indicted in con- 
nection with the disturbances. The 
defense contends Negroes have 
been systematically excluded from 
grand juries in the county and 
that the indictments therefore are 
invalid. 

The 25 witnesses testified that 
they never had served on a jury 
in Maury county or received a 
summons for jury service. They 
included the mayor, the county 
court clerk, two ministers, a news- 
paper publisher, a banker and 
several school teachers. 

The defense called 223 witnesses 
in its effort to show that Negroes 
have been excludea. 


COAL MINERS SUE TO BAR 
FOREMEN’S UNION CONTRACT 


WASHINGTON, June 14 (AP)— 
A large part of the bituminous 
coal industry went to court yester- 
day to restrain the Government 
from making a contract with John 
L. Lewis covering supervisory 
mine workers. 

About 25,000 clerical, supervisory 
and technical workers around the 
mines—including the mine bosses, 
fire bosses, etc.—historically have 
been exempted from membership 
in the AFL United Mine Workers, 
which represents nearly 400,000 
soft coal diggers. 

A strike occurred last October 
seeking recognition of Lewis's 
foremen’s union—the United Cler- 
ical, Technical and Supervisory 
Employees’ Union—but it was 
called off by Lewis “in the public 
interest” at that time. 

The suit by the operators might 
precipitate another crisis over 
unionization of foremen. The new 
contract between Lewis and the 
Government, ending the 59-day 
strike May 29, called for settling 
the issue by following decisions 
and procedures of the National 
Labor Relations Board. 


SUGAR BLACK MARKET FINES 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., June 14 
(AP)—Twenty-four persons, in- 
cluding four former OPA officials, 
were fined a total of $61,950 in 
United States District Court yes- 
terday on sugar black market 
charges. All had pleaded guilty. 

The court imposed jail sentences 
in most cases but suspended 
them, placing defendants on pro- 
bation for five years, on the con- 
dition that fines and costs were 
paid “forthwith.”

Announcement by Groves. 

Maj. Gen. Leslie R. Groves, di- 
rector of Manhattan project, in 
announcing the new plan said it 
might have far-reaching * impor- 
tance in research in physics, 
chemistry, metallurgy, and the 
medical sciences. He said he had 
felt most strongly that Manhattan 
project should not have under- 
taken to determine policy in dis- 
tribution of the radio-isotopes for 
research without the guidance 
mow provided by the advisory 
committee nominated by the Na- 
tional Academy of Science at his 


This group is headed by Dr. Lee 
Du Bridge. in charge of the 
es department at the Univer- 
sity of Rochester, who recently 
was named president of the Cali- 
fornia Institute of Technology. 
Dr. Kennedy is a member of the 
three-man subcommittee on allo- 
cation which will function under 
the supervision of the larger 


Only institutions such as recog- 
mized hospitals, universities and 
research laboratories will be eligi- 
bie for the radio-active material. 
Any recipient will be required to 
make available its findings to 
others. 

Isotopes Available Before War. 

Some radio-active isotopes were 
available before the war, from 
cyclotrons, but in very limited 
quantities. The uranium pile can 
produce fewer types of radio-ac- 
tive isotopes, but those few in 
much larger quantities; as much 
carbon 14 for instance, as hun- 
dreds of cyclotrons. 

Still it is not expected that there 
will be available enough of the 
radio-activated material to meet 
all demands unless additional pile 
facilities are built specifically for 
isotope production, and this is not 
now contemplated, the Army an- 
mouncement said.

LIGHT MAY BE SHED 
ON HUMAN GROWTH 


OAK RIDGE, Tenn., June 14 
(AP)—The Army’s action in mak- 
ing radio-active isotopes available 
for biological and medical re- 
search makes possible further de- 
velopment of knowledge which 


1. Shed light on the processes 
of human life, both normal ‘and 
diseased; 

2. Provide new information 
on animal and plant growth, 
and on the way the body uses 
food and medicine; 

3% Help mankind further in 
making certain products and in 
tapping the resources of nature. 

It also is possible, scientists 
aid, that the substances may be 
used directly to treat disease. 

A radio-active substance is one 
that emits atomic particles, or 
rays. Radium is an example of 
one that ocours in nature. Sub- 
stances are made radio-active in 
the uranium ovens by being bom- 
barded with atomic projectiles. 

Relating a story of accomplish- 
ment rivaling the dreams of the 
ancient alchemists, the Manhattan 

District gave details on 
the production of approximately 
400 different “radio-isotopes” 
radio-active forms of common 
and rare elements produced in the 
uranium chain reacting “atom 
pile” at Oak Ridge. 


The statement added that pro- C 


duction of all isotopes will be in- 
creased as rapidly as possible. 
b At “Reasonable Charge.” 
The materials will be made 
available at “a reasonable charge,” 
the Army said, adding: “Although 
many isotopes are expensive 
to produce 
quantities of important isotopes 
should not be prohibitively expen- 
sive to the average scientific insti- 
tution.” : 
Manhattan officers told a re- 
porter that the isotopes would re- 
quire special handling because 
some of them are capable of pro- 
ducing 37 billion radiations a sec- 
ond, with each ray having energies 
to 2,500,000 electron volts.

The radio-isotopes will be used 
in two important ways, the an- 
nouncement said: 

First, as tracer atoms or 
‘tracers,’ for following the course 
of atoms in chemical, biological 
and technical processes. ; 

“And possibly second, after con- 
siderable research, as therapeutic 
agents for the treatment of cer- 
tain special diseases.” 

Radio-active isotopes of ele- 
ments can be used ag “tracers” 
because the radiations they emit 
can be detected by sensitive in- 
struments. Thus, radio-active car- 
bon can be employed to trace the 
role played by ordinary carbon 
which is one of the principal ele- 
ments in the human body and in 
all organic material. In a given 
system, such as the body, the 
radio-active form of carbon does 
not interfere in any way with the 
regular form because chemically 
they are the same 

Impetus to Organic Study. 

Radio-active carbon 14—as dis- 
tinguished from the stable forms 
carbon 122 and carbon 13—is thus 
expected to give great impetus 
to the study: of all organic 
processes including the mechanism 
and growth of normal and dis- 
eased tissues and all plant and 
animal functions, 

Among other products which 
will now be available in greater 
quantities than ever before are 
radio-active forms of phosphorous, 
sulphur and iodine, . 

Radio-active phosphorous, hith- 
erto produced only in limited 
quantities by the cyclotron, has 
been used for leukemia—cancer of 
the blood cells—because phosphor- 
ous has a tendency to concentrate 
in the blood-forming organs. In 
this role, radiations from the 
phosphorous are designed to at- 
tack the diseased condition, just 
as radium and X-ray do. 

Radio-active iodine ig used to 
treat thyroid disease, because 
iodine concentrates in the thyroid 
gland. It can also be used as 
a “tracer” to determine whether 
iodine is actually getting to the 
thyroid gland. 

Radio-active sulphur—used with 

the sulfonamide drugs —-is ex- 
pected to play an important role 
in tracing the reactions of those 
drugs in the body and throwing 
new light on their action against 
erms. 
Radio-active strontium is an- 
other product of the atomic fires. 
Researchers already have suggest- 
ed that since strontium tends to 
be concentrated in the bones of 
the body, the radio-active form 
might possibly be used in the 
treatment of bone tumors. 

Another Possibility as Tracer. 

Measuring the rate of bloo 
flow through veins and arteries by 
injecting a radio-active tracer at 
one point and timing its passage 
through the vessel is still another 
possibility. 

The War Department's 
nouncement said that the radio- 
active isotopes may also be use- 
ful as tracers in industrial chem- 
istry and metallurgy.” . 

Substances of that nature have 
been employed to follow the flow 
of a gas through a complicated 
system of pipes and reactors; pe- 
troleum engineers have employed 
them to map oil pools; and radio- 
active hydrogen has been used as 
a “tracer” in studying the process 
of “cracking” petroleum. 

Atomic scientists have described 
certain rays emitted by radio-ac- 
tive materials as “cheap, portable 
sources of radiation for ‘X-raying’ 
large pieces of metal and other 
opaque materials for the detection 
of flaws.” 

The War Department announce- 
ment said that facilities of the 
Hanford Engineer Works at 
Paseo, Wash., would be employed 
in radio-isotope production in ad- 
dition to the Oak Ridge labora- 
tories. Research will be carried on 
at the Argonne National Labora- 
tory, to be operated for the Army 
by the University of Chicago. The 
Hanford works, now operated by 
the duPont Co., soon will be 
taken over by General Electric

It is true alchemy—the production 
‘of new substances from a source 
material of an entirely different 
nature. But in the uranium pile, 
these newly-produced elements do 
not exist in the stable form in 
which they are found in nature. 
They are radio-active. 


16 Different Elements, 


Sixteen different elements— 
some of them having two radio- 
active forms—are thus produced. 
They include rare earth elements 
such as yttrium, europium and 
lanthanum; alkali metals such as 
strontium; and the steel-like metal 
columbium. 

In the second main process—in- 
sertion of a “foreign” substance 
into the pile—there are several 
types of reaction. 

1. A non-radio-active element 
is converted into a radio-active 
form of the same thing. 

2. A non-radio-active element 
is inserted and a radio-active 
form of an entirely different ele- 
ment is produced. 

3. A non-radio-active form of 
an element is first converted 
into its own radio-active form 
and then “disintegrates” into a 
radio-active form of an entirely 
different element. 

Materials inserted in the uran- 
lum ovens are first placed in spe- 

cial metal containers, and their 
insertion is a matter of great 
delicacy and caution. 

The radio-active isotopes can 
later be separated from impurities 
by intricate methods; as can also 
the isotopes produced as by-pro- 
ducts of uranium fission, To speed 
production and cut expenses, the 
Manhattan Project plans to let 
purchases of these. isotopes do 
some of the separating in their 
own laboratories, 


The co-ordination of the pro- 
duction and development of re- 
quested isotopes will be under di- 
rection of a technical committee 
composed of representatives from 
the major laboratories of the Man- 
hattan Project. 


A group of scientists known as 
the radio-isotope committee has 
been responsible for co-ordination 
of development and production at 
Clinton Laboratories.

WASHINGTON U. PLA 
FOR USING ISOTOPES 


The only institution here which 
has immediate plans for request- 
ing any of the isotopes is Wash- 
ington University. Arthur L. 
Hughes, professor of physics, 
said the university would ask for 
radio-active isotopes of phos- 
phorus, carbon, hydrogen, iodine 
and iron. 

Spokesman for Monsanto Chem- 
ical Co., which operates Clinton 
Laboratories at Oak Ridge, said 
that it had not been decided yet 
what use the company would 
make of the isotopes within re- 
search laboratories directly con- 
nected with its own plants. 

Many of the company’s chem- 
ists will be engaged in prepara- 
tion of the isotopes at the Oak 
Ridge laboratories. 

Alfred H. Weber, of the St. 
Louis University physics depart- 
ment, said the institution was con- 
sidering what part the isotopes 
might play in projects being car- 
ried out at the university. The 
Mallinckrodt Chemical o. has 
no immediate plans for use of the 
radio-active materials. 

For Study of Leukemia. 

Among the research projects 
using the isotopes which are 
planned or under way at Wash- 
ington University are a study of 
the treatment of leukemia with 
radio-active phosphorus, tracing 
blood changes throughout the 
vascular system with iron, and 
a study of photosynthesis with 
carbon tracers. 

Hughes pointed out that a num- 
ber of scientists who worked at 
the Manhattan District’s research 
laboratories at Los Alamos, N.M., 
are now at Washington and others 
will join the faculty in the fall. 

e expects an increase in the 
number of projects using the 
radio-active materials, 

He said that obtaining the iso- 


topes from the Manhattan Proj- 
ect piles will result in a lower 
cost per unit than was possible 
through the use of the univer- 
sity’s cyclotron, and will free the 
cyclotron to make isotopes not 
available at Oak Ridge or for 
basic atomic research. 

Prof, Joseph Kennedy of Wash-

F you have ever played poker for table stakes, you will recall that 
the pile of chips in front of you on the table was the measure 
of your ability to take an effective part in the game. If the 


size of your pile increased, you gained additional freedom of action 


to deal with the variant situations which confronted you. If it 
showed signs of dwindling away, you were not able to act as effec- 


tively and freely as you might desire, and the other players regarded 


your actions with diminishing respect. 


The international poker game 
is played by similar rules. The 
chips in fron’ of each player are 
the elements of his national power. 
The blue chips—those of the high- 
est value — represents fighting 
power; immediately available 
fighting power, not mere latent 
resources. 

It would not be considered very 
smart, under any conditions, for 
a player deliberately to pick up a 
large pile of his own blue chips 
and toss them out of the window. 

This is a fact which the Senate 
of the United States perceives 
with admirable clarity, as we may 
judge by observing the over- 
whelming majority by which that 
body has voted to extend the Se- 
lective Service Act until May 15, 
1947. Only 10 Senators (including 
pairs) voted against the bill. 
Every one of them, with the pos- 
sible exception of Senator Stewart 
of Tennessee, is a confirmed, 
dyed-in-the-wool isolationist—that 
is, every one of them is a man 
who does not want the United 
States to take part in the inter- 
national game at all, at least be- 
tween wars. a 

Bill Now Before House. 

The bill now is back in the 
House of Representatives, which 
has twice exhibited a most hos- 
tile attitude to extension of the 
draft. The House will doubtless 
do so again, unless its members 
hear from. the folks back home.

One of the most vexing strikes in the history 
of the St. Louis area is the 90-day walkout of 
175 machinists at the Granite City Steel Co. 
plants, These machinists have thrown 1700 
other employes, CIO members, out of work, 
caused the plants to shut down with consequent 
loss of steel production. This, in turn, has af- 
fected other industry. Emerson Electric, for 
example, says it would have hired 1000 more 
workers ff it were being supplied with Granite 
City steel.

annals? The major point of contention is that 
they should receive overtime pay for Saturday 
and Sunday work even though such work falls 
within the 40-hour week. To justify this de- 
mand, the machinists rely largely on precedent, 
namely, that for years they did receive overtime 
for Sunday. 

When the Government abolished the 40-hour 
week as a war measure in 1942, this overtime 
practice was discontinued. Now the machinists 
ask that it be reinstated, adding Saturday as 
well as an overtime day. 

Why does the management resist the demand? 
Up to 1942, it had dealt with the machinists on 
an independent basis. But at that time, having 
signed a contract with the CIO, it became a 
member of the basic steel group of 22 com- 
panies and is pledged to conformity with the 
usages of those companies. 

If the Granite City Steel Co. should grant 
the overtime demand to the 175 machinists, it 
would be discriminating against its 1700 other 
workers who now work weekends—within a 40- 


hour week—without overtime. It should be. 


mentioned here that steel plants, by their na- 
ture, must operate on a seven-day basis. 

The management refuses to engage in this 
discrimination. It points out that, in the agree- 
ments signed with Philip Murray last winter, in 
which steel workers’ pay was raised 1842 cents 
an hour, the demand for overtime pay on week- 
ends was dropped, as a concession to smaller 
firms to: protect them against hardship. If the 
management yielded to the 175 machinists, it 
might affect the whole national pattern of the 
steel industry's relation to the CIO. 

In order to reach a settlement with the ma- 
chinists, however, the management has offered 
them, not only the 184% cent increase given to 
other workers, but 142 cents more, to correct 
what the management concedes are existing in- 
equities. With this increase, the machinists 
would earn $1:35 an hour, or far more than in 
prewar days, even with the Sunday overtime. 

The machinists, however, remain adamant. 
Their business agent ignores the industry-wide 
arrangements made by the management and says 
stubbornly: We're negotiating in Granite City. 
I don’t see why we have to go out of the area 
to get our pattern.” The truth is that, at bot- 
tom, the business agent is seeking to protect 
the old craft system. 

In the case of the mac they are suf- 
fering the pinch of the ability of other crafts- 
men to do their work. They are suffering the 
incursion of industrial unionism, in which all 


crafts in a plant are merged in one union. To | 


put it another way, the machinists’ business 
agent is attempting with a King Canute broom 
to sweep back the waves of new industrial prac- 
tices and modern unionism. Meanwhile, it is 
charged that some of the 175 machinists are 


employed elsewhere while the strike goes on, 


and thus are suffering no economic loss. 

How long. will the stalemate continue? How 
long will the machinists insist upon historical 
precedent for weekend overtime— waived by 
their fellow-workers in the CIO? How long 
will they tie up a plant whose products are badly 
needed? The impact upon the economic life of 
Granite City has become so serious that the 
Mayor, the City Judge and the pastor of St. 
Joseph's Catholic Church have publicly appealed 
for a settlement, while representatives of the 
United States Conciliation Service are earnestly 
but so far vainly seeking for a solution. 

The machinists’ strike is successful only be- 
cause 1700 CIO members have thus far re- 
spected a picket line. But if these people, de- 
prived of a livelihood, should decide that the 
machinists are pressing a faulty case to intol- 
erable lengths, they have the power to end the 
dispute any time they choose, That has been 
done before and it can be done again. Even in 
the eyes of the most loyal union members, a 
picket line is not always justified and the ma- 
chinists’ line, in this costly strike, is plainly 
questionable, 
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AF alzone Affair Sequel 


It appears that Missouri will at last have a 
consistent statute on the bribery of legislators 
and State officials. Hitherto the law has stood 
on three solid pillars and one slim reed. It sub- 
jected giving, taking and offering bribes to 
heavy penalties as felonies. But it made solicit- 
ing bribes only a lightly punished misdemeanor. 
Now, with the House’s acceptance of the Sen- 
ate’s Frisby bill, the fourth pillar needs only 
Gov. Donnelly’s signature to become law. 

For years the Legislature was unwilling to 
provide the fourth pillar. In this session, how- 
ever, it had to deal with solicitation charges 
against ex-Senator Falzone. 

If solicitation had been subject to adequate 
criminal penalties (as Senator Frisby has pointed 
out), the whole messy affair could have been left 
to the courts. But it was not. So the Senate 
itself had to pursue the charges, which led to 
Falzone’s resignation. Then it had to provide 
more adequate punishment at law. Otherwise 
the continued exemption of solicitation from 
felony prosecution would have implied that a 
majority of members had reasons for treating 
corrupt members gently so long as no money 
actually changed hands. 

The legislation has come belatedly, whereas 
it should have come freely and long ago. By 
whatever route, however, it has come. 
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The Rat Inspection Program 

The Health Division has provided the skeleton 
of a systematic rat control campaign, by assign- 
ing inspectors to each police district. But to 
pump real life into the program, it will not be 
enough for health inspectors to look for rat har- 
borage only on private property, and leave to 
the police problems of illegal garbage recep- 
tacles and rubbish piles. 


In the past, such division of responsibility 
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sent irritated citizens who sought help against 
rats into a maze of referrals from one depart- 
ment to the other. Sanitation is a Health Di- 
vision function, and law officers are not pri- 
marily sanitary inspectors. So the health offi- 


ecials should aid the patrolmen by reporting 


trash and garbage violations wherever they find 
them. Then the police would have ample notice 
to use their enforcement powers. 

The Health Division has taken the only prac- 
tical approach to rat control, by adopting block- 


by-block inspection. Pursued vigorously, that 


will be far more effective than the previous hit- 
or-miss system of following up complaints. Now 
that Dr. Bredeck’s division has assumed full re- 
sponsibility for a war on rats, St. Louis looks to 
his officers to root out the rodent infestation. 


* 
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A Legal Dodge Upheld 

The State Supreme Court has upheld a legal 
dodge which unfairly tips the scales of Missouri 
justice. is the continuance practice, by 
which a lawyer-member of the Legislature is 
hired as a defense attorney, solely to delay the 
trial. 

How this lawyers’ contrivance fumbles a case 
is illustrated by the one taken to the Supreme 
Court. The damage action had been filed more 
than two years before. There were two changes 
of venue and one continuance. Finally, despite 


another application for delay from a lawyer- | 


legislator, Judge Dewey P. Thatch of Clinton 
tried to order trial during the Legislature's re- 
cess. But the higher court overruled him. 

Undoubtedly the Supreme Court was uphold- 
ing the letter of the law. Section 1089, passed 
51 years ago and amended later, requires con- 
tinuance of cases upon request of attorneys who 
are legislators. The idea was to permit such 
men to keep up with their legal practice while 
attending to legislative duties. But what once 
seemed a good idea has become a racket. 

Hiring a legislator as defense counsel is ex- 
tremely popular, not because of his services in 
court (he may never appear in court), but only 
because this postpones trial. The theory is that 
delay is a substitute for a weak defense. If the 
case is continued long enough, everybody loses 
interest, including the jury. Witnesses may die 
or move away or forget evidence. 

The net result is favoritism to the defendant, 
profitable fees for the lawyer-legislator, and 
partial justice. And since the present session 
of the Legislature has already lasted a year and 
a half, use of its members as defense attorneys 
is more popular than ever. If this trend con- 
tinues, it can tie knots in Missouri courts. 

Even if the Supreme Court was legally cor- 
rect in upholding this legal trickery, the fact is 
that the court evaded a responsibility. The new 
Constitution gives the court specific power to 
“establish rules of practice and procedure for 
all courts.” The tribunal could have restricted 
the misuse of continuances, had it wanted to. 

Since the court has left an authorized system 
of attenuated trials, reparation can come only 
from the Legislature. Unf tely, this body 
contains the men who profit by court delays. 
But they will be compelled to act, when Mis- 


‘souri becomes incensed by the dalliance of its 


courts. 
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4 Discomfort for Small-Loaners 


It is gratifying to see the Missouri House of 
Representatives stick fast (50-to-22) by its small- 
Joan bill in preference to the Senate’s version. 
Even the House bill is too high on the first $100 
(24 per cent interest), but the Senate rates are 
still higher in the first bracket and extortionate 
on the first $300. 

The Senate, faithfully serving the loan com- 
panies’ strategy, wants a conference with the 
House in the hope of splitting the differences. 
But the House rates are more than high enough, 
so any compromise would simply wring so much 
unnecessary sweat from citizens of small means 
who need all the protection the law can reason- 
ably give them. It is the House’s strategy, 
therefore, to forestall further action until June 
24 and then, presumably, to invite the Senate 
once again to fall in line. 

If legislative stalling was ever justified, this 
is such atime. It is the fault of the Senate, and 
of the lobbyists who are responsible for its evil 
bill, that the question has hung fire this long. 
The delay comes from the Senate’s unwilling- 
ness to be reasonable. Now further delay 
frightens the loan companies, because their 


rates will drop to the general rate of 8 per cent 


limit on July 1 unless a more specific statute is 
meanwhile enacted. 

The small-loan companies and their agents 
will become more uncomfortable each day be- 
tween now and the deadline. Their greed and 
their none too scrupulous ways of advancing it 
make them richly deserve some pain. 
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No Mercenaries for the Army 

The idea of recruiting foreign mercenaries 
for the United States Army, as proposed by 
Senators Thomas and Bridges and Representa- 
tive O’Konski, is an attempt to find a cheap way 
out ef the imperative but politically unpleasant 
duty of drafting more Americans for occupa- 
tion service. 

It may appeal to some members of Congress 
who want. to evade a responsibility whose dis- 
charge might cost them some votes. It is not 
likely to appeal to many other Americans. Any 
time the people of this country cannot defend 
themselves, but have to hire someone else to do 
it, they will be in a very bad way indeed. The 
recruiting of a “foreign legion”—the hiring of 
people from other countries to fight for ours— 
would earn us the contempt of the people of 
every nation with courage enough to fight for 
themselves. 

Representative O’Konski’s notion that mer- 
cenaries could make up virtually all the troops 
required for armies of occupation, and the major 
part of this country’s contribution to a United 
Nations force, strikes a bitterly ironic. note. 

We would stand convicted, by our own hand, 
of being soft, decadent, of putting the dollar 
above personal duty to country. And what a 
stalwart internationalism we would present, de- 
pending on the citizens of other countries to do 
our work for us in world affairs! 

The Senate-House Conference Committee con- 
sidering selective service had better forego all 
such delusions of citizenship without responsi- 
bility, and provide for American soldiers to 
serve America.

Doolitle board's report should help end arbitrary distinctions of 
Army caste system, editorial says; principally, it would close gulf 
of between officers and enlisted men; approves idea of promotion on 
merit rather than on seniority, but criticizes two proposals.

The much-touted Doolittle “gripe board” 
has come forth with its recommendations 
for a democratized Army, and it is & good 
report. Principally, the six-man commit- 
tee recommends that the Army obliterate 
that clear-cut line which separates officers 
(“gentlemen”) from enlisted men by des- 
ignating and treating all personne] simply 
as “soldiers,” and the War Department has 
agreed to study the report and adopt the 
proposals as far as feasible. 


The attitude shown by Secretary of War 
Robert P. Patterson, who authorized the 
study, and Lieut. Gen. James H. Doolittle, 
who headed the Board of Officer-Enlisted 
Man Relationships, indicates a sincere de- 
sire to do something about the problem. 
We believe the Army will. 


Certainly the recommendations which 
have been made are reasonable enough and 
can, in all except possibly a few details, be 
carried through without disturbing the dis- 
ciplined relationship between those who 
give orders and those who must carry them 
out. 


Change in Social Privilege 


The basic recommendation does not af- 
fect the military, or on-duty, relationship 
of officers and enlisted men but merely 
their social privileges. It abolishes dis- 
crimination between the two groups in their 
off-duty privileges—in such things as ob- 
taining furloughs and the rules governing 
them, the places where soldiers may go, 
and the recreations which they may pur- 
sue. 


This presumably spells the end of mu- 
tually exclusive “officers’ clubs” and en- 
listed men’s clubs,” of whisky rations for 
officers and beer rations or no drinks at 
all for the noncommissioned, 


The board suggests with equal cogency 
that the Army put all promotion and pre- 
ferment on a merit basis and abolish pro- 
motion of officers by seniority. It argues 
that all soldiers, whether their rank be 
high or low, should win promotion on merit, 


By this standard, officers would be de- 
moted or dismissed for incompetency (a 
relative rarity in the present Army except 
in the most flagrant of cases) just as en- 
listed men now are. 


To all this, we think, the Army could 


give its assent except in the recommenda- 
tion that consideration of seniority be ig- 
nored in promotions. It is arguable that in 
the positions of higher responsibility, the 
age of the soldier and his time in service 
are a partial measure of his ability to han- 
dle the multifarious problems and emer- 
gencies arising in military life, 


Uniform Court Procedure 


A third recommendation, that court-mar- 
tial procedures and punishments for offi- 
cers and enlisted men be made identical 
where circumstances are identical, seems 
ao desirable as to be mandatory. 


Much less defensible is the proposal that 
the higher the offender’s rank the more 
severe be the penalty. Each case, it seems 
to us, should be judged strictly on its own 
merits and the punishment meted out ac- 
cordingly. The failure to adjust punish- 
ment to crime and to the criminal is one 
of the weaknesses of Army justice already. 


Gen. Doolittle’s board seems to have gone 
outside its field in calling for a halt in 
the indiscriminate distribution of military 
decorations, although so manifest an abuse 
in the Army certainly cries for correction. 
This problem, however, should probably be 
the province of another group of investi- 
gators, representing both Army and Navy. 


Recommendations of the “gripe board,” 
coupled with the reforms in enlisted men’s 
uniforms and recreational facilities which 
the Army has undertaken since the war, 
show that the Army is eo interested 
in self-reform. 


But it still leaves unanswered the ques- 
tion of what the Navy proposes to do about 
“caste system” evils which afflict it in no 
less measure. It is up to the Navy now to 
initiate similar reforms. 


Cautious Socialization in Britain 


From the Baltimore Evening Sun 


The British Labor party never made any 
secret of its intention to nationalize some 
of Britain’s key industries if it ever came 
to power. Consequently, when the Labor 
party swept to victory nearly a year ago 
and proceeded to draw up plans for Car- 
rying out the nationalization program, 
many Americans hurried to the conclusion, 
which they probably yet hold, that the 
Labor Government was bent on socializing 
every major industry in Britain. 


Such, however, is not the case. The Labor 


leadership has not acted on any doctrinaire 
assumption that a Socialist Government 
with a Socialist program must thereby so- 
cialize the total economy of the nation. 
What the Labor Government has done is 
to appoint what are called “working par- 
ties“ to make studies of Britain’s leading 
industries to determine whether they might 
operate more efficiently under nationaliza- 
tion or as free enterprises. 

The Cotton Working party and the Work- 
ing party for the Pottery Industry, both of 
which were made up of employers, trade- 


unionists and representatives of the pub- 
lic, have recommended that both those in- 
dustries remain under private management, 
Furthermore, the union representatives on 
the Cotton Working party voted solidly 
against nationalization at the present time, 
though they reserved the right to make 
other recommendations if the industry is 
unable to recuperate under private manage- 
ment when it is reorganized and re-equipped 
with modern machinery. 


These working party reports do not nec- 
essarily represent the Labor Government’s 
views. However, Mr. Rodney Crowther 
says that the report on the cotton industry 
will almost certainly be adopted. 

What these reports do indicate is a dis- 
position of many Labor party members to 
keep certain industries in private hands. 
Americah economists and business men will 
carefully observe which industries are kept 
under private enterprise, and will want also 
to compare the record which they set in 
comparison with those industries which 
are nationalized.

More On-the-Job-Training Abuses

But it is open to serious abuses. 
The evidence is mounting that un- 
scrupulous employers are taking 
advantage of the subsistence al- 
lowance granted veterans in train- 
ing to employ young men at less 
than a living wage. 

An AFL publication recently 
pointed out some of these abuses. 
Employers were getting filling sta- 
tion attendants, car greasers, 
clerks, newsstand attendants and 
0 on at a cost to them of only 
20 cents an hour. The Veterans’ 
Administration made up the bal- 
ance of a living wage by granting 
a subsistence allowance on the 
claim that the employe was “in 
training” for another job. 

The majority of employers are, 
of too conscientious to en- 
ter into such schemes. But there 
is apparently a growing minority 
of chiselers. In one state the AFL 
found a garage had four journey- 
man mechanics employed. Under 
Federal-State apprentice commis- 
sion standards, these journeymen 
could properly train two appren- 

The company now has the 
services of 19 on-the-job veteran 
trainees. In another instance, 
trainees on a construction job 
were paid $10 a week. 


Farm Abuses, Too. 


“It is obvious with only the 

limited number of teachers avail- 
able,” said the AFL report, “that 
these 19 on-the-job trainees either 
were placed at sweeping floors, 
washing cars or at other duties 
which would not enable them to 
obtain the training they were en- 
titled to receive, How could these 
trainees be properly trained un- 
der these conditions? How could 
they expect to meet the standards 
of competition with which they 
will be faced when they are 
turned loose?” 
This might be put down in part 
at least to the jealousy of craft 
AFL unions desiring to restrict 
the number of men in the skilled 
trades. But outside investigation 
shows that many employers are 
chiseling. 

On the farm the intention of 
Congress in passing the GI Bill of 
Rights is also being circumvented. 
The vocational rehabilitation and 
education program of the Vet- 
erans’ Administration is actually 
promoting a program whereby 


go to school for four hours a 
week and take two. additional 
hours of “personal counselling” 
from a vocational agricultural 
teacher. 

As the law is now being ad- 
ministered, this entitles them to 
a subsistence allowance of $65 a 
month if unmarried and $90 if 
married. The veteran is, of course, 
either the son of a farmer and 
therefore lives with his own fam- 
ily, or he lives with his wife on 
his own farm. So the subsistence 
allowance is in reality a bonus. 


VA’s Incomplete Figures. 


The intention of Congress in 
passing the law was to make it 
possible for young men returning 
from war to resume their educa- 
tion and not have to earn a living 
during that time. It was certainly 
not to give a bonus of $65 to $90 
a month for three and a half to 
four years—the time that the 
average veteran can claim eligi- 
bility—while the veteran went on 
earning his living in the game way 
he had earned it before he went 
to war. 


I tried to find out from the VA 
what the proportion of veterans 
receiving allowances for this so- 
called institutional-on-farm train- 
ing was in relation to the total. 
The answer was that the figures 
have not been broken down and 
therefore no estimate can be made. 

With promotion by the VA and 
by state agricultural training cen- 
ters, the number getting this so- 
called training is rapidly increas- 
ing. This is particularly true in 
the Southern states. It doesn’t 
matter, of course, how much the 
farmer-veteran is making through 
his own efforts on his farm, 

He may already have received 
the allowance grant elf-em- 
ployed veterans oa a year after 
their 3 e can claim up 
to $100 a mo for a year if his 
income in any single month falls 
below that level. This privilege, 
too, is being abused, according to 
reports to Washington. A Florida 
fruit grower cashed in a $4000 
orange crop one month and pro- 
ceeded the following month to 
claim his $100. 

The generous benefits provided 
by Congress will break down un- 
less these abuses are stopped. If 
they are not stopped, a minority 
of the 12,000,000 veterans will get

Thinks Western Democracies Are 
Disloyal to Their Friends 


S this column predicted, the trial of Draja Mihailovic is being 

staged as a gigantic smear of Great Britain and the United 

States, timed in anticipation of the Paris conference. An attempt 
is made to show that British and American officers in Yugoslavia 
were more anxious to liquidate the Partisans than defeat the Ger- 
mans, using Mihailovic for this purpose. In this connection, not only 
Gen. Mihailovic, but Col. Robert H. McDowell, chief of the United 
States Military Mission to Mihailovic, is accused. 


Neither Col. McDowell nor Capt. 
Walter Mansfield, who was at- 
tached for months to Mihailovic's 
headquarters, have been allowed 
to testify in Belgrade, or have at- 
torneys to defend themselves. The 
United States Army and Govern- 
ment are put on trial in a man- 


ner insulting to American honor, 
and we swallow it. It serves us 
right. 

The truth is just the opposite of 
what we are accused, namely, that 
Britain and subsequently the 
United States, let down Mihallo- 
vie and the government he rep- 
resented; deprived him of arms 
and ammunition; gave these, in- 
stead, to his bitterest opponent 
who entered the fight only after 
the Soviet Government had been 
attacked, and who used our aid 
to make a coup d’etat to establish 
himself in supreme power against 
the wishes of an overwhelming 
majority of the Yugoslav popula- 
tion. 

This column is accused of being 
anti-Russian, but In one respect 
we wish our country would em- 
ulate the Russians and stick to 
our friends and fulfill our prom- 
ises. Governments are not indi- 
vidual persons and the morality 
of decent states is seldom as high 
as the morality of decent individ- 
Vals. But when a country gets a 
reputation for treachery to its 
friends, by and by, like individual 
persons who do the same, it 
ceases to have friends. 


Questions About McDowell. 


At present, the War and State 
Departments are not standing up 
.for Mihailovic, nor are they 
backing McDowell. The War De- 
partment has permitted McDowell 
to issue a statement dealing with 


his meeting with Germans, for 
which Belgrade accuses him (and 
Mihallovic) of “collaboration,” to 
the committee for a fair trial for 
Mihailovic. McDowell states that 
the meeting in question oc- 
curred in the fall of 1944, on re- 
quest of the Germans, for the pur- 
pose of offering surrender to the 
Americans and British. Mihallo- 
vic was not involved. It failed 
because McDowell was instructed 
to demand “unconditional” sur- 
render. 


But why should McDowell have 
to defend himself and the policy 
of the War Department through 
a private committee? Why does 
not the War Department come out 
with the story in a press confer- 
ence? Why the suggestion that 
they do not know the whereabouts 
of McDowell? He lives in Wash- 
‘ington, gentlemen, and his name 
is_in the telephone book. He was 


Mr. Byrnes’s military aide in Paris; 
I suppose he will now be dropped. 
If the War and State Depart- 
ments wished to giye the appear- 
ance of guilt, they could hardly 
act in a more compromising man- 
ner. They are guilty, at that. 
What they are going to find hard 
to defend is the policy of al- 
lowing Marshal Tito to make him- 
self, with our aid, the totalitarian 
master of Yugoslavia. Apparently, 
since they cannot defend that, the 
less said the better. But much 
will be said in Belgrade that will 
require answering from more au- 
thoritative sources than the com- 
mittee for a fair trial for Mihail- 
ovic.

On Tues- 
day, for the first time, a Berlin 
dispatch published the names of 
those Germans hanged in connec- 
tion with the July 20 putsch and 
the events preceding it. Even the 
hames are not correct. The re- 
porter does not know the first 
name of Col. Von Linstrow—al- 


though his widow is living in the 
American zone not 10 minutes 
walk from the Military Govern- 
ment headquarters. It lists Theo- 
dor Haubach as a “business man,” 
although Haubach was a famous 
trade union leader and delegate 
to the International Labor Office 
in Geneva. 

To this day there is a con- 
spiracy of silence about, the char- 
acters of these men and their 
movement which did its best to 
assist us, and for which the best 
and bravest Germans paid with 
their lives. 

The horrid truth is that the 
people of the world are learning 
that it does not pay to be friends 
and supporters of the Western 
democracies. How about the 
Poles? How about the democratic 
Romanians? How about the Aus- 
trians? 

If anyone thinks this does not 
matter in the long run. let him 
think again. And let the War 
Department wonder how many 
men of first-rate character will 
want to undertake dangerous mis- 
sions and serious responsibilities 
only to be let down if put on trial 
for “war guilt” by other nations. 

Walt Whitman once said, “Noth- 
ing survives except personal char- 


acter.” The Greeks said, “Char- 
acter is destiny.” For two thou- 
sand years history has proved

OF RADIO FAME DItS 


Originated Amateur Hour — 
Retired in 1945 Because 
of Health. 


RUMSON, N. J., June 14 (AP)— 
Death has halted the spin of the 
“wheel of fortune” that brought 
fame and wealth to Maj. Edward 
Bowes. 


The bespectacled, dry-voiced 
radio impresario, whose “All 
right, all right,” became a house- 
hold phrase, died last night at his 
estate here on the eve of his 
seventy-second birthday. 

Cardinal Francis Spellman ad- 
ministered the last rites of the 
Catholic Church. There was no 
announcement of the immediate 
cause of death. 

Cardinal Spellman will cele- 
brate a solemn pontifical requiem 
mass at St. Patrick's Cathedral 
Monday. 

Born in San Francisco, where 
he made, lost and regained a for- 
tune in the real estate business, 
Bowes rose to his greatest fame 
conducting a radio amateur hour 
which in 1935 was voted the most 
popular radio hour program, with 
an estimated 20,000,000 listeners a 
week. 

The program attracted tens of 
thousands of amateur entertainers 
to New York. So great was the 
pilgrimage that in 1935 the emer- 
gency relief bureau disclosed that 
300 would-be entertainers were 
stranded each week in New York. 

Bowes owed his. military title to 
his membership in the Officers 
Reserve Corps and service in 
World War I in the adjutant gen- 
eral's office. 

Bowes retired in April 1945 on 
the advice of his doctor although 
he still served as a radio consult- 
ant for the Chrysler Corp. 

In 1909 he married Maude Light, 
former wife of Producer Daniel 
Frohman. Mrs. Bowes who had 
acted under the name of Margaret 
Illington, died in 1934. They had 
no children.

Browns Open 


Home Stand 


Against Yankees Tonight 


Luke Sewell’s Browns, next to the red-hot Red Sox among the 
reasons the New York Yankees don’t hold their customary pre-war 
position atop the American League standings, will open a four- 
game series against Bill Dickey’s second-place club tonight at 
Sportsman’s Park. The contest, beginning at 8:30, will be the first 
of 16 for the Browns on this home stand. 


The Browns, fifth in the league 
standings by a game over Cleve- 
land, have beaten the so-called 
Bronx Bombers in three of six 
1946 starts. And only Boston's 
roaring Red Sox, rushing along 
in the neral direction of their 
city’s first pennant since 1918, 
have bettered .500 against the 
Yankees. The Red Sox, now 10 
full games in front, have won five 
of eight from New York. 

Sewell’s club came home just 
after knocking Washington's 
third-place Senators down to size, 
taking three straight from a club 
rated the league's darkhorse be- 
fore the teams went to the post. 
Washington still wonders how to 
beat the Browns, the same as the 
St. Louis Americans would like to 
know the formula for beating a 
club the rest of the league kicks 
around regularly — the cellar- 
dwelling Philadelphia Athletics. 

Of course, the Browns might not 
now be five and one-half: games 
out of first division if both Bob 
Muncrief and Vernon Stephens 
hadn’t been out of the lineup so 
long. Finally, however, Stephens, 
hitting a healthy 356, is back at 
shortstop. And Muncrief, figured 
to be the club's big pitching win- 
ner before he suffered a broken 
bone in a foot just before the sea- 


son opened, has started to pitch. 
Munerief, who lost his first start 
to the Athletics in 10 innings, 
probably will hurl tonight. 

Dickey, appearing here as man- 
ager of the Yankees for the first 
time, likely will counter with his 
No. 1 pitcher, the veteran right- 
handed Spurgeon (Spud) Chand- 
ler, who appears headed for a 
great season. Chandler has won 
nine games, lost only two, and in 
932-3 innings has allowed only 
66 hits and just 20 runs. 

Nelson Potter, sent home from 
Philadelphia for treatment of his 
right shoulder, likely will be able 
to pitch in the New York series. 
Potter suffered a recurrence of a 
shoulder strain, but, said Dr. Rob- 
ert F. Hyland, the club's surgeon, 
the shoulder responded to treat- 
ment.

Ken Loeffler, coach of Yale Uni- 
versity basketball teams for a 
seven-year period starting in 1935, 
has been signed to direct the St.

Loeffler coached basketball at 
Geneva College, Beaver Falls, Pa., 
next took a law course at the Uni- 
versity of Pittsburgh, then took 
an examination for FBI duty 
and passed, but was offered the 
Yale post and stayed at the helm 
of the Eli for seven years, until 
changing to Army service. 

With Yale’s ancient rivals, Har- 
vard and Princeton, Loeffler had 
quite a record. His basketball 
teams defeated Harvard in 12 of 
14 meetings and won 10 of 14 
games with Princeton.

“Union Shop” Unnecessary 


Monsanto doesn’t believe in pushing a man 
around. We don’t believe in saying to any- 
body “‘You’ve got to join this-or-that union, 
or this-or-that church, or vote for this-or- 
that candidate in order to work for us.“ 


No convincing argument has yet been ad- 


“Union Shop” is Demanded 


One of the principal issues which the com- 


pany and the union have been unable to set- 
tle is the demand for a union shop.“ Expe- 
rience has shown that a great many people 
do not understand what a union shop is. 


A union shop means: 


Everybody now in the union must remain; 
everyone working for this company who is 
not in the union will have to join; and any- 
body else who may be hired subsequently 
will have to become a member in order to 
work here. Thus everybody will have to be- 
long to the union whether he wants to or 
not. In this respect; the union shop is no 
different from a closed shop. 


As far as this company is concerned, any 
man is perfectly free to join any union he 
wants or to stay out, if he prefers. It doesn’t 
affect his job with us. But if we agreed to 
the union shop, or closed shop, we would be 
saying to every Monsanto employe, and any- 
body else we might hire, Vou've got to join 
the union before you can work for us here 
whether you want to or not.” 


vanced for the union shop or clased shop 
which promises any benefits to Monsanto 
employes comparable to the sacred right of 
free choice they would have to give up if 
this company signed a union shop, or closed 
shop agreement. 


The closed shop isn’t common in America. 
There are no closed shops in the Railway 
Brotherhoods. The law specifically forbids a 
closed shop in this case and there has been 
no effort to change this law. Even the power- 
ful United Mine Workers have few, if any, 
closed shops. 


Forced Membership Undemocratic 


The closed shop certainly doesn’t promote 
“industrial peace.” During the 4-year period 
in which the Ford Motor Company had a 
closed shop contract, there were 773 unau- 
thorized strikes or work stoppages. 


In England and Sweden, the countries most 
often pointed to as having progressive“ 
labor relations policies, there are no closed 
shops. 


Here in this country, the idea is repugnant to 
an overwhelming majority of Americans. 


The HT 
of the Monsanto Strike 


Recent public opinion polls show only 4% 
of the public in favor of closed shops, while 
70% favor open shops where a man can 
join or refrain from joining a union, accord- 
ing to his own choice. 


Union Should Sell Itself 


The principal reason advanced by the union 
for a union shop contract with Monsanto is 
to force the so-called free riders“ — the 
minority who have not yet joined the union 
— to become members. 


In all fairness, we think it is up to the union 
to sell itself to the men, not up to the com- 
pany to force men to join. We believe a man 
has a right to make up his own mind on his 
union, his church, his political party or any 
other similar matter, and it isn't fair to ask 
us to force him into any organization as the 
price for holding his job with the company. 


In taking this stand we sincerely believe we 
are acting in the interests of justice and 
fairness to our employes and the public. 


For these reasons we have declined to accede 
to the demand for a union shop and our 
plant is shut down as a consequence. If pro- 
longed, this strike will cause some public 
inconvenience which we sincerely regret. We 
are ready to resume negotiations with the 
union at any time it desires—with the under- 
standing that we will not compromise our 
position on the union shop.

SEATTLE, June 14 (UP)—The 
Federal Government revealed the 
alleged go-between in the espio- 
nage case against Russian Naval 
Lieutenant Nicolai G. Redin when 
it named Herbert Kennedy, a ship 
testing engineer, in a new indict- 
ment against the Russian officer. 
The indictment, voted secretly 
by a federal grand jury Wednes- 
day night, said Kennedy was the 
person from whom Redin obtained 
the plans of the destroyer-tender 
Yellowstone.

Na very troublesome topic a reader tells me: “I always have 

considered tipping a very un-American custom and one that 

should be abolished entirely. I was reminded the other night 
to write you by your answer to the person who had been em- 
barrassed by a waiter for not having left a sufficient tip. Had 
I been the person who wrote you, I know I would have picked 
up my tip and put it in my pocket instead of adding to the 
amount.

It is the general belief that in employment concerned with 
personal service, tipping has been found necessary to induce 
the most satisfactory results.

filling and give it real coconut 
flavor. Break coconut in large 
pieces, remove the brown skin 
thinly, then with a sharp grater, 
shred into long delicate strands, 
rubbing the coconut only down- 
ward on grater. Fold prepared 
coconut into filling at once. 


Fresh Coconut Cream Pie. 

Two cups milk, including the 
coconut milk, two-thirds cup 
sugar, one-fourth teaspoon salt, 
two tablespoons cornstarch, three 
tablespoons flour, one egg (whole), 
one egg yolk, one and one-half 
cups fresh coconut grated in long 
shreds, one tablespoon butter, one- 
half teaspoon vanilla, eight-inch 
baked shell, cooled, one-fourth cup 
sugar, one cup whipping cream. 

Heat one and one-half cups of 
the milk, sugar and salt to boiling 
point. Blend cornstarch and flour 
with remaining one-half cup milk, 
add egg and beat thoroughly. Com- 
bine with boiling mixture and 
cook over medium heat until mix- 
ture thickens and bubbles (about 
one minute), stirring constantly. 
Remove fom heat and add one 
cup of the coconut, the butter and 
vanilla. Cool thoroughly. Turn into 
shell; sprinkle with remaining 
coconut, Six servings.

“Cluny Brown,” starring Jenni-

The picture, based on a story by 
Margery Sharp, has a considerable 
charm in spots, particularly in a 
kind of Dickensian way of looking 
at its characters when its char- 
acters are put together in groups. 
An example is when Jennifer, en- 
gaged to the village chemist, is 
introduced to the chemist’s moth- 
er and friends. The mother’s sole 
means of conversation is a clear- 
ing of the throat, in flights or 
movements, so to speak, lyrical 
or dramatic, with cacophony or 
discord prime motifs in the ef- 
fects. The friends sit around, 
looking as glum as only a group 
of the fabled English, happy in 
the island castles of their kind, 
can look.

“Dolly has two kittens which she obtained from her grand- 
mother,” her mother explained, “but she is cruel to them. 
I have remonstrated several times when she has purposely 
atepped on their tails or struck them. We live on a large 
ranch. My husband is very much devoted to Dolly and takes 
her with him when he does the chores or feeds the animals, 
He also lets her watch him brand the calves and kill steers for 
our meat supply. I have felt that it was not a good idea for 
her to see such a painful spectacle. Dr. Crane, do you think 
her cruelty to her kittens may have any relationship to her 
watching the branding or butchering?” 
T 

CHILDREN ARE neither moral nor immoral at the be- 
ginning, nor are they kind. Such traits are habits. The child 
is usually neutral at the outset. He becomes a kindly, sym- 
pathetic youngster or a cruel, heartless youth depending on his 
training in the home and the school, During the Middle Ages, 
as well as in modern Japan, many outrages were committed 
by apparently respectable people. Cruelty to animals or to 
slaves was commonplace. Why are Americans more humane 
today? Not because of any innate or inherited changes in the 
last few centuries, but because of education through churches, 
public schools and newspapers, Boy and Girl Scout leaders, 
as well as the worthy efforts of the humane societies. 


x X * 

CRUELTY often develops from shortsighted curiosity. 
Dolly probably did not step on the kittens’ tails always in order 
to inflict pain. She didn’t think that far ahead. She saw a 
moving object and simply tried to check its movement by 
standing on it. To be sympathetic, means that we must place 
ourselves in the other person's position. Young children don't 
always have the mental age or the habit of foreseeing remote 
future consequences of their immediate acts. Thus they are very 
cruel when they make fun of cross-eyed playmates, or poor 
children with patched clothes, or youngsters whose fathers 
are drunkards or in jail. That is always the cue for parents to 
stress the Golden Rule and teach them to project themselves 
into the other person's situation. Without such deliberate and 
repeated tutelage in identifying themselves with their vicim's 


unhappiness or pain, they will never grow up to be sympathetic 
and kind.

NOTICED in the papers yes- 
i terday Morning that the Senate 

was weakening the OPA bill as 
much as it possibly could. They 
seem completely to ignore the 
fact—which would seem to have 
some weight in a democracy— 
that public opinion polls favor the 
continuation of price controls, For 
instance, 82 percent of the people 
in one of the weekly polls favored 
controls in general; 85 percent 
favored rent control. 

It is roughly estimated that the 
cost to the country of the removal 
of controls on the everyday things 
which go into our ordinary living 
would be roughly around $16,000,- 
000,000. You have a good example 
of what removing them does in 
the case of butter, We no longer 
subsidize, so OPA allowed a rise 
in price. Just that one rise will 
cost you and your family a goodly 
sum each week—if you are able to 
buy butter! And any of you who 
have been fortunate enough to ob- 
tain new automobiles, on which 
price controls are practically re- 
moved, know that the cost has 
gone up several hundred dollars. 

One of the funniest statements 
I ever heard was made by one 
of our most respected Senators, 
who remarked that the staff of 
people in charge of OPA were 
the greatest Fascists in our coun- 
try. That, I gather, is because 
they do not want us to have in- 
flation and are willing to see us 
submit to a certain amount of 


control for a limite 
time | d period of 


suffer a depression in the near 
future. 

I do not like controls any more 
than anybody else does, but I 
have lived a long time and I re- 
member what happened to us 
after the last war. If we are not 
in full production before we re- 
move controls, prices will soar be- 
cause a lot of people have money 
to spend and when there is more 
money than there are things to 
buy, prices go up unreasonably. 


The things you eat, the clothes 
you wear, the houses in which 
you live are all necessities. If you 
can possibly manage to have them, 
you will have them. The people 
who live on fixed incorhes, how- 
ever, the people who earn mod- 
erate salaries—they are the first 
ones who are going to find ‘that 
they cannot have the things they 
have had in the past. Then we 
will have demands for higher 
wages, and prices will go up still 
further as those wages are passed 
on to the consuming public, which 
includes the wage-earners as well 
as the rest of us. 

That is what weakening the 
OPA bill is going to mean for us. 
I cannot say that I blame Ches- 
ter Bowles, stabilization director, 
when he says that, if the bill has 
no force, he will resign rather 
than try to do the impossible 
without any tools.
